Has Made 50% Cut in Convic- 
. tions for Drunkenness, Head 
of Commission Says. 


GOVERNMENT THE GAINER 


Province Reallzes’$12,400,000 Profit 
In Three Years, Besides Lowered 
Criminal Record. — ‘ 


Fewer arrests’ and increased revenue 
were cited as the proofs of the moral 
and financial success of the Quebec Li- 
quor Law by L. D. Cordeau, head of 
the Liquor Commission for the Province 
of Quebec, who gave figures just before 
he sailed yesterday on the French liner 
France for Havre. Commissioner. Cor- 
déau, accompanied by members of his 
family, is going abroad for a brief va« 
cation. Commenting on the Hquor sit- 
uation in Canada, he said: 

“The Quebec Liquor Law, which is 
now in its fourth year of operation, 
has been an unqualified success, both 
from the moral or social and- financial 
viewpoint. Offfcial statistics show that 
convictions for’ indictable offenses in 
the Province of Quebec during 1918- 
19-20, the three years preceding the 
Quebéc Liquor Law, averaged 120. per 
100,000 -of population; while for» the 
three years 1921-22-23, 
basis, convictions have been only 114.

For Austria, therefore, there is nothing 
but to continue the policy inaugurated in 
1919 of breaking down the trade barriers 
which the new States that sueceeded the 
old Austro-Hungarian Empire erected 
against the Austrian Republic. In its 
extreme form this means the creation of 
some sort of Danube Federation, follow- 
ing the example of the pre-war German 
customs union. This ideal may never be 
reached. But the. normal’ channels. of 
economic rélationship naturally lead to 
the resumption of many of the old com- 


Empire. : 

Viennese pessimism about the business 
depression in. Austria is beginning to 
disappear. Yet the young republic is 
worried about its ultimate ability to be- 
comé economically self-sustaining. Im- 
ports have continued to exceed exports. 
The movement to develop water power 
and to improve the yield of agriculture 
is necessarily slow. In ‘the meantime, 
some of the luxury trades which for- 
merly furnished work to. so.many of the 
Viennese are. finding it difficult to re 
capture pré-war markets. It will be 
years, however, before the test of Aus- 
tria’s self-sufficiency will have been 
made.- Meanwhile, her people are deter- 
mined to do all they can to enlarge her 
productivity so that they will ultimately 
be able to preserve their national exis- 
tence without. being troubled about the 
advisability of losing themselves in the 
German Reich. For the present, there- 
fore, the German Presidential candi-

} home consumption only.

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“Old Stories for New Readers 
Miss Willa Cather Selects Two Volumes From the 
W orks of Sarah Orne Jewett 


THE BEST STORIES OF SARAH

E may assume that the aim 
of Miss Cather in making 
these selections from the 
stories of Sarah Orne 
Jewett is to gain new 
readers for a writer who has for 
some time quietly taken her place 
as an American classic, and, there- 
fore, like all classics in these days, 
stands in need of a friend. If the 
assumption be correct the present 
reviewer may be counted among the 
new readers thus gained, for, while, 
of course, Miss Jewett’s name has 
been familiar to him as affiliated 
with the little group of Boston ‘‘im- 
mortals,’’ her work was entirely un- 
read by him till he opened these two 
charming volumes. It is to be hoped 
that this admission will not seem to 
disqualify him as their reviewer. At 
all events, he thus brings to them a 
fresh mind, uninfluenced by mem- 
ories of previous reading or predis- 
positions of any kind. To him the 
work is as new as if it were pub- 
lished for the first time, though, as 
a matter of fact, Miss Jewett has 
been dead for sixteen years. She 
was born in 1849 and died in 1909, 
and her most famous book, of 
which the first of these two volumes 
is composed, ‘‘The Country of the 
Pointed Firs,’’ was published in 
1896, nearly thirty years ago. The 
only matter on which his previous 
ignorance precludes him from offer- 
ing an opinion is how representative 
a selection Miss Cather has made, 
but, as his ignorance does not extend 
to Miss Cather’s own writings, he 
feels confidence in accepting her as 
his guide without question. Miss 
Jewett published some twelve vol- 
umes in all, and ‘‘The Country of 
the Pointed Firs’’ being republished 
here entire, Miss Cather’s second 
volume of selections is thus drawn 
‘from the eleven remaining volumes. 
There must, therefore,.be much ad- 
mirable writing left behind, to which 
Miss Cather’s selections should, one 
would think, form a persuasive in- 
troduction. With a writer of Miss 
Jewett’s calibre and even. accom- 
plishment, all her writing must have 
value, particularly such as is de- 
acriptive of the natural scenes which 
form the background of her staries, 
and are of the very life of hér char- 
acters, as they were first of all of 
‘ her own. 

Born in South Berwick, Me., the 
daughter of a country doctor (one 
of her earliest novels, by the way, 
is entitled ‘‘A Country Doctor’’), the 
seaboard of Maine and its sailor- 
farmer inhabitants were in her 
blood, the familiar material of her 
every-day life from childhood. As 
she was, too, the constant com- 
panion of her father, accompanying 
him on his professional visits, she 
had peculiar opportunities of becom- 
ing familiar with the character of 
the people to whom he ministered. 
Familiarity with such a ‘‘provincial’’ 
environment may influence a writer 
in two ways. It may generate the 
proverbial ‘“‘contempt” and result in 
rebellious satire, as we have seen it 
doing recently in some portrayers of 
this or that provincial American 
milieu, or it may begin and continue 
in affection and an ever-deepening 
humane understanding. The latter 
was Miss Jewett’s experience. The 
better she knew her childhood’s 
Maine and its people the more she 
loved them and the more she desired 
to express them just as they are, or 
as they seemed to her. Thus she 

one of the most important 
qualifications for the creation of 
real literature, personal identifica- 
tion with and delighted absorption in 
her material. There was recently 
a schism which pooh-poohed the im- 
portance of material in art, but it 
was short-lived, and Pater himself, 
the idol of the mere ‘‘stylists,’’ has 
pronounced “against the stupidity 
» which is dead to the substance, and 
the vulgarity which is dead to form.’’ 
He has also made a distinction be- 
tween “great art and good art,’’ 
which we may bear in mind in con- 
sidering Miss Jewett, the distinction 
“depending immediately,’’ he consid- 
ered, ‘‘as regards literature, at all 
events, not on its form but on the 
matter."’ 
Probably the deep difference be- 





tween genius and talent in writing 
is that talent can writ@equally well 
on all subjects, but genius only on 
subject-matter predestined for its 
use by natural affiliations of taste 
and association. Thus a poet like 
Mistral was born to write only of 
Provence and its people, and his 
gifts would have been all at sea had 
he applied them, say, to Paris and 
the Parisians. Miss Cather rightly 
makes much of this point of view in 
her admirable preface. ‘‘If,” she 
says, a writer “achieves anything 
noble, anything enduring, it must be 
by giving himself absolutely to his 
material. And this gift of sympathy 
is his great gift; is the fine thing in 
him that alone can make his .work 
fine. He fades away into the land 
and people of his heut, he dies of 
love only to be born again.” To 
employ a homely image, subject- 
matter is only available to the artist 
when it has lain long ‘‘in soak’’ in 
bis mind and heart, and Miss Cather 
quotes an observation from one of 
Miss Jewett’s letters to the same ef- 
fect, and illustrative of her own ar- 
tistic processes: ‘“‘The thing that 
teases the mind over and over for 
years, and at last gets itself put 
down rightly on paper—whether lit- 
tle or great, it belongs to Litera- 
ture.’’ The final value of the prod- 
uct of this “‘teasing’’ process, the 
literary skill of the writer being as- 
sumed, wiil depend on two other val- 
ues, the value of the subject-matter 
and the personal value of the indi- 
vidual using it. For the making of 
a great book three forms of great- 
ness must combine, greatness in the 
material, greatness in the personal- 
ity of the writer and greatness in 
the writing. But writing may be 
good, that is real, without being 
great, as we have seen Pater ad- 
monishing us, and if we cannot call 
Miss Jewett’s writing great there is 
no doubt about its being superila- 
tively good. This cannot be ques- 
tioned, and, that being admitted, it 
really does not matter whether or 
not we agree with Miss Cather when 
she says: “If I were asked to name 
three American books which have 
the possibility of a long, long life, 
I would say at once, “The Scarlet 
Letter,’ ‘Huckleberry Finn’ and “The 
Country of the Pointed Firs.’ I can 
think of ne others that canfront 
time and change so serenely.” 


Granted the doubtful vatue of 
such categories the present reviewer 
ventures to think of one other at 
least—Miss Zona Gale’s ‘“Birth.’’ 
But actually, such categories are 
misleading, and express what, of 
course, is all that Miss Cather means 
to do, a personal preference. To 
some it may seen, leaving ‘‘Huckle- 
berry Finn'’ aside, that there is no 
parity of comparison between such 
a great tragic symbol of dramatic 
life as ‘‘The Scariet Letter,’’ and the 


quiet, interpretative observation and. 


embodiment of lives, lived, so to say, 
in such ‘‘low relief’’ as those to 
which Miss Jewett brings her illumi- 
nating humanity. Of course, all 
human lives, however limited, or 
miniature, have the importance 
which the mere living of them gives, 
and in a sense there is nothing in- 
significant to the eye of the philos- 
opher or the artist, yet these are 
lives and environments which illus- 
trate our common humanity and its 
conditions, its tragedy, its pathos, its 
humor and its romance, more vivid- 
ly, more significantly and more com- 
pletely than others; but such lives 
and such environment were not the 
material which Miss Jewett found 
and so lovingly studied at Dunnet 
Landing, on the coast of Maine. 
Large or intense symbolic figures of 
passion and sorrow and tragic desti- 
nies one must find in other writers, 
but readers of Miss Jewett must be 
satisfied, as she was, with homely, 
**humble’’ country people, very 
small farmers and poor fishermen, 
lonely work-worn old women and old 
men, narrow, uneventful lives of 
pathetic little -interests, country 
characters and oddities, now and 
again touched with a pale ray of 
romance, extremely insignificant, 
hum-drum, folk whom it needs the 
magnifying glass of sympathetic inti- 
macy even to differentiate. Yet how 
wonderfully under Miss Jewett’s 
magnifying glass their individual 
colors come out, and, as we listen 
with her to their quaint country 


gossip, how poignantly there comes" 


to our ears “‘the shrill, sad music of 
humanity’’ with its immemorial 
burden. 


It is one of the continual surprises 
of literature how it is able to interest 
us in people whom in real life we 
pass unnoticed, or who when we 
listen to them, even with sympathy, 
bore us to death with, irrevently to 
parody Gray's famous lines, the long 
and tedious annals of the poor. Once 
more Miss Jewett shows with re- 
markable success what a sympathetic 
writer can do with the most un- 
promising material, for without her 
art, and the deep imaginative under- 
standing that animates it, these 
Maine people of hers would be inter- 
esting only to specialists in American 
local character and_ conditions. 
Whether or not even she has been 
able to universalize them into last- 
significance is questionable, but 
certainly while we read, sometimes 
even in spite of ourselves, we live 
with them as she does, and in the 
end even love them as she and are 
loath to part from them. How long 
out of all the vast and vividly popu- 
lated world of literary creation they 
will have power to remain in our 
memories is not easy to say, but 
surely it would be hard to forget 
Miss Todd, and there are several 
lonely old women such as Mrs. 
Blackett, beautiful as old_ silver, 
whose brave smiles one would not 
willingly lose. Old women, indeed, 
would seem to be Miss Jewett’s spe- 
cialty. Miss Cather tells how Miss 
Jewett once laughingly told her 
**that her head was full of dear old 
houses and dear old women, and that 
when an old house and an old woman 
came together in her brain with a 
click, she knew that a story was 
under way.’’ 


To see whet a perfect idyl Miss 
Jewett can make of an old house 
and an old woman, the reader will 
have to visit ‘‘Green Island’’ for 
himself, where Mrs. Todd’s mother, 
Mrs. Blackett lived with her son 
William, a shy oldish fisherman, 
frightened to death of women, yet 
hidden in whose heart is a love 
romance, whose final consummation 
is one of the few touches of drama 
in ‘“‘The Country of the Pointed 
Firs.’” Miss Jewett's writing only 
lends itself occasionally, in perfect 
bits of description, to quotation, and 
her characters as a rule come gradu- 
ally out of her pages, in numerous 
small touches, or in the course of her 
remarkable life-like country conver- 
sations. Here, however, is a 
glimpse of Mrs. Blackett that may 
be detached from its context: 


William did not talk much, but 
his sister Todd occupied the time 
and told all the news there was to 
tell of Dunnet Landing and its 
coasts, while the old mother 
listened with delight. Her hospi- 
tality was something exquisite; she 
had the gift which so many women 
lack, of being able to make them- 
selves and their houses belong en- 
tirely to a guest’s pleasure—that 
charming surrender for the mo- 
ment of themselves and whatever 





belongs to them so that they make 
a part of one’s own life that can 


~ heaven, 








never be forgotten. Tact is after 
all a kind of mind reading, and my 
hostess held the golden gift. 
Sympathy is of the mind as well 
as the heart, and Mrs. Biackett's 
world and mine were one from the 
moment we met. Besides, she had 
that final, that highest -ift of 
a perfect self-forgetful- 
ness. Sometimes, as I watched 
her eager, sweet old face, I 
wondered why she has been set to 
shine on this lonely island of the 
Northern coast. It must have been 
to keep the halance true, and make 
up to all her scattered and depend- 
ing neighbors for other things 
which they may have lacked. 


But it is less by any description 
than by the way Miss Jewett makes 
us feel how all those ‘‘scattered and 
dependent neighbors’’ loved Mrs. 
Blackett that we come to love her 
for ourselves, and seem, as we read, 
to have kissed her sweet old face. 
Mrs. Blackett is the queen of all Miss 
Jewett's old women, but there are 
several others, quaint old lonely fig- 
ures, all ‘‘with life’s own colors on 
them,”’ all with decided odd charac- 
ters of their own, and all with a 
charming gift of courage, which 
would seem to be typical of Maine 
women, who sail their own boats, 
and have, some of them, brought up 
families aboard their husband’s ships 
in the days of long voyages, thus 
caming to have their imaginations 
touched with the large horizons and 
far ports of the seven seas. ‘‘Pro- 
vincial"" in their environment, their 
minds have windows that surprise 
one sometimes with their long out- 
looks into the universal world. ‘“The 
Flight of Betsy Lane,’’ one of Miss 
Jewett’s masterpieces, introduces us 
to three such old women, and the 
opening of that story may be quoted 
as & good example of Miss Jewett’s 
method: 


One windy morning in May three 
old women sat together near an 
open window in the shed chamber 
of Byfleet Poorhouse. The wind 
was from the northwest, but their 
window faced the southeast, and 
they were only visited by an occa- 
sional pleasant waft of fresh air. 
They were close together, knee to 
knee, picking over a bushel of 
beans, and commanding a view of 
the dandelion-starred, green yard 
below, and of the winding, sandy 
road that led to the village, two 
miles away. e captive bees 
were scolding among the cobwebs 
of the rafters overhead or thump- 
ing against the upper panes of 
glass; two calves were bawling 
frem the barnyard,-where some of 
the men were at work loading a 
dumpcart and shouting as if every 
one were deaf. There was a cheer- 
ful feeling of activity, and even an 
air of comfort, about the Byfleet 
Poorhouse. Almost every one was 

of an interesting ‘past, 


possessed 
though there was less to be said 


about the future. The inmates 
were by no means distressed or 


I must leave the reader to discover 
for himself the romantic nature of 
poor Betsy Lane's “‘flight,’’ promis- 
ing him a most quaint and touching 
story; as likewise I must be content 





Hiltons’ Holiday’’—just a <mple 
story of how a Maine father took his 
two little girls for an outing in the 
neighboring town, the mother smil- 
ing humorously to herself, as she 
chose to stay behind and keep house, 
at her boy-hearted husband’s evident 
desire to take a holiday too. The 
lovableness of the whole thing, the 
atmosphere of affection pervading it, 
leave a glow of happiness in the 
heart, and has the wistfulness too 
that breathes ‘‘from the full heart 
of happy things.’" And how tenderly 
the spirit of the whole day is gath- 
ered up in this twilight close: , 


It was evening again; the frogs 
were piping in the lower meadows, 
and in the woods, higher up the 
great hill, a little owl began to 
hoot. The sea air, salt and heavy, 
was blowing in over the country 
at the end of a hot, bright day. A 
lamp was lighted in the house, the 
happy children were talking to- 
gether, and supper was waiting. 
The father and “mother lingered 
for a moment outside and looked 
down over the shadowy fields; 
then they went in, without speak- 
ing. The great day was over, and 
they shut the door. 


Miss Jewett is a master of atmos- 
phere, another indispensable quality 
of real imaginative writing, in which 
she is one with the masters of her 
craft. With all her firm character- 
ization and the verisimilitude of her 
dialogue, it is perhaps the power of 
creating atmosphere that chiefly 
makes her work so alive and real. 
Her brief and lovely descriptions of 
Maine scenery, so firm and un- 
rhetorical, greatly contribute to this, 
and this scenery, too, is more than 
a@ mere background. ‘“‘The Country 
of the Pointed Firs,"’ in particular. 
makes one feel that it is not merely 
the stories of a certain human group 
she is telling, but that they are only 
a component part of the whole scene, 
not detached from it but springing 
from it, and but one vital expression 
of it, no more detachable, or in a 
sense more important, than the wild 
birds and animals that are their fel- 
low inhabitants, or the herbs that 
grow there for Miss Todd's mysteri- 
ous gatheting. It is in the same way 
that‘ Mr. Thomas Hardy makes us 
feel that Wessex and his Wessex 
folk are one. Then, although Miss 
Jewett so completely identifies her- 
self with her characters as to seem 
one of them, she at the same time 
makes one feel the presence of a 
mind that sees them ‘‘in speculo 
aeternitatis,’’ in relation to the whole 
sum of humanity, through ali its 
moving story. Here is, perhaps, the 
quality we miss most in contempo~ 
rary writing, and it is for this rea- 
son, if for no other, that Miss Cath- 
er’s revival of Miss Jewett’s work is 
most timely. Nor must one forget 
Miss Jewett'’s all-pervasive, delight-, 
ful humor. Whatever rank among

R. BROOKS was prominent 
among the Thirty Against 
America in a recent review 
and estimate of our civiliza- 
tion.

ing few. Once more Mr. Brooks 
seems to tax America with having 
thwarted another of her great art- 
ists. ‘The Pilgrimage of Henry 
James’’ is a companion piece to ‘““‘The 
Ordeal of Mark Twain.’’ The titles 
themselves balance, and there is a 
correspondence, due allowance made, 
in subject matter and treatment. 
The chief difference is that Twain’s 
difficulty was one of métier, while 
James’s was one of milieu. The de- 
mands of America, in Twain’s case, 
made a “funny man’’ of one who 
was meant for a satirist; and the 
shortcomings of America, in James’s 
case, drove out an artist to find, if 
he could, a suitable environment 
elsewhere. James became a “pil- 
grim” just as, from the beginning, 
he had been a ‘“‘stranger,” and he 
sought through the Old World what 
was missing for him in the New. 
The second difference between the 
books is that while Twain is exhib- 
ited in that web of domestic relations 
which added to the complexities of 
his general imbroglio, James is dis- 
creetly shown in isolation, as a dis- 
embodied intelligence. We follow 
him through his ‘“‘strict regimen of a 
Furitan monk,"’ and we are left free 
to infer that his most persistent 
quality, curiosity, was largely the 
luxury indulged by a non-partici- 
pant; he intended to become, in 
-words borrowed from Hawthorne, a 
sort of “spiritualized Paul Pry."’ 
‘A third difference between the two 
books is stylistic. In his ‘‘Twain”" 
Mr. Brooks was plain and straight- 
forward, with an tmtent sobriety that 
allowed little room for decorative 
embellishments. The style employed 








in his “‘James’’ comes, therefore, as 
a great and rathe 

prise. He is vibran 

picturesque, quite the master of lit- 
erary pointillisme. If this method is 
not exactly the one that would be 
expected in the treatment of James, 
it is drawn into harmony with the 
matter by an unobtrusive employ- 
ment of some of James's own stylis- 
tic peculiarities. 

Mr. Brooks’s thesis is, of course, 
that James’s whole life was a search 
for a congenial soil and sky; that 
his early training predisposed him to 
the necessity for this search, and 
that the search, after all, was a dis- 
appointment and a failure. New 
York. and New Engiand. witnessed

need that propelled him. Italy, 
for a while, met the esthetic de- 
mands of a young man—who, how- 
ever, remained an dutsider, and 
knew it. Paris, for a few seasons, 
seemed a more promising field; but 
James soon perceived that the -liter- 
ary Olympians of France accepted 
him merely as a subordinate asso- 
ciate—as a passive spectator, in fact 
—while he himself found them, even 
the best and the highest, to be “‘ig- 
norant, corrupt and complacent.” 
What was left? By a process of 
elimination, England; and to Eng- 
land, drawn in part by English remi- 
niscences tided over from boyhood, 
he went. 

Mr. Brooks, with considerable dili- 
gence, represents the “Siege of Lon- 
don” as—if one may juggle with 
words—a “siege perilous,’’ if not baf- 
fling and even somewhat humiliat- 
ing. But all this might depend, in 
some measure, upon how high one 
chooses to fly.: For Henry James 
nothing less than aristocracy would 
do. One recalls the second of his 
heroines in “An International Epi- 
sode,’’ who understood that London 
provided plenty of good second-rate 
society for Americans, but, who de- 
clared, “with eyes of térrfble bright- 
ness,” that for her the best itself 
was none too good. So with Henry 
James: his eyes were bright and his 
perseverance was equal to his sense 
of merit. One deterrent > thought 
might have come to him from Du 
Maurier, who once declared that 
anybody who hoped to fit into the 
aristocratic life of England must be 
caught young and put on the track 
early. And it is probable that 





James's notably obvious réle as an 
observer and recorder may not have 
added warmth to his welcome. In- 
deed, after a few early tentative 
strokes of criticism on English high 
society, he perceived that England 
was not ready for his touch. 

A frank approach to the upper 
middie class would have lessened his 
difficulties. I myself have American 
literary friends who have occupied 
flats in South Kensington, and have 
had charge accounts along “‘Kens- 
ington High,’ and have enjoyed a 
satisfactory footing in various liter- 
ary and artistic clubs, and have not 
found that London baffled and de- 
feated them. Perhaps one impor- 
tant element in their armor was a 
naive failure to recognize that diffi-

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culties existed. But for James the 
difficulty was an important part of 
the game. The heart of the mys- 
tery was to be plucked out, if possi- 
ble; and the only mystery worthy 
the efforts of the “restless analyst” 
was on the top shelf. The golden 
casket had failed him in Italy and 
the silver in France; perhaps the 
dull ‘leaden caske{ of don would 
yield the prize. Babylon--('the mon- 
ster”—awaited his approach.

Mr. Brooks points 
out, with considerable keenness, that 
we have here the great distinction 
between primary and secondary fic- 
tion; and ‘he finds the transition 
period to be in those years during 
which James, disappointed in his 
following and his sales, turned to the 
cheatre to make, in English eyes, 
the grand, successful stroke that he 
had come among them to bring off. 
Hence the ‘‘predicament,”’ the plot; 
hence, too, his faifure in the appre- 
hension of sympathetic human rela- 
tionships and, as Mr. Brownell has 
pointed out, the gradual decomposi- 
tion of his sense of human values. 
Mr. Brooks's acutest passages are 
perhaps those in which he deals with 
James’s venture into the theatre. 
James seemed to feel that the theatre 
offered him a “sanctified, profes- 
sional avenue back to the. general 
world of men and things.”” His fail- 
ure there is notorious; what is to be 
observed here is the effect of his 
dramatic endeavors on his later 
novels. These, Mr. Brooks points 
out, were essentially ‘‘dramatic’’ in 
Mature and “short” in conception. 
We can accept these seeming para- 
doxes only by realizing that in his 
advanced fiction the ‘form and the 
plot gained the upper hand, and that 
most of these pieces were conceived 
as ‘‘short stories,” no matter how 
long they came to run under the 
manipulative spinnings that marked 


the author's later manner. Of his 
| Shorter short stories, such as deal 
with the disappointments and fail- 
ures in appreciation suffered by the 
| “misunderstood author,” Mr. Brooks 
i has this to say: 


They are beautifyl indeed, beau- 
tiful om their soft splendor as 
clouds at sunset. Beautiful in 
their ambiguity, in their impaipa- 
bility, they are the work, sui gen- 
eris, of the minor artist - for whom 
his own pesplexities _and. ‘the 
caprices of the imagination have 
taken the place of the knowledge 
and experience of life. 

On the longer pieces of the later 
period Mr. Brooks is equally severe 
and trenchant:

What interested James toward the 
end, after some devotion to “pre- 
dicament’’ and “‘form,”’ was “‘not the 
figures but their relations, the rela- 
tions which alone make pawns sig- 
nificant.” The “playing is fair 
enough’’; but, adds the commen- 
tator, “what a game!” Mr. Brooks 
throughout is the commentator, keen 
and alert. He.is sympathetic where 
he can be and severe where he must 





be. The glamour of poetic sympathy 


is shed freely over the concluding 
chapter, “Terminations,” which, like 
its is named 
among James’s own -titles. To Lamb 
Hofse, at Rye, he retreated after his 
view of ‘*The American Scene’’— 
“‘wounded, bleeding, blinded from the 
riot of the raw.’’ The sum total of 
James’s impressions after his last 
westward sally was, as I remember, 
this: life in America was possible and 
even tolerable if you were so busy as 
to have no time left for thought 
about your predicament. At Lamb 
House there was no drawback or 
danger in leisure, and all predica- 
ments had been resolved into a reat- 
ful quietude. Political America con- 





tinued indeed to trouble; yet one, 


without waiting too long for right | it. 
from| and justice to open reluctant eyes, 


might cease to be an American citi- 
zen and become, ead, a. British 
subject. Beyond that there remained 
little but the great translation that 
terminated all. Meanwhile, here was 
home for “the homeless man.” 

Well, Mr. Brooks’s book, as an 
accomplished, penetrating, well- 
rounded study, has its present value; 
indeed, as a work of art it possesses 
a continuing value. Within twenty 
years James’s career and Brooks's 
account of it may alike seem 
*‘dated.” Another great transiation— 
or transition—is now in progress, 


‘however imperfectly we may realize 
Primacy, which has leaped the 
Aegean, the Adriatic, the Mediter- 
ranean, is now crossing the Atlantic. 
Europe, within the past ten years, 
has not earned kudos. The deference 
of the New World fails. It is too 
soon, despite the recent artistic in- 
vasion of America from Europe, to 
maintain that art is in and of our 
national fabric; it still seems less in- 
tegral than appliqué. But the time is 
doubtless near when it will strike 
from the surface to beneath the sur- 
face—or, better, will strike from be- 
neath the surface to without. By 
that time the tribulations of a sensi- 
tive young American who could not 








place his foot.on his-native heath 
save with discomfort will lose some 
of their poignancy; then, too, the 
rapid Americanization of the Old 
World will remove ah asylum once 
So easily available. “America for the 
Americans” will, as a s'ogan, gain 
validity from capsideration of the 
further formula: “America or No- 
where.” Our young intellectuals 
will remain at home, or will return 
to it. Meanwhile, Mr. Brooks's vol- 
ume will stand as a decisive mont- 
ment to one passing phase of our 
national development, as well as so 
fine an example of grace, dexterity 
and humanitas as promises to heip 
usher in the newer day. 
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ECAUSE the scholar is always 
with us he not -infrequent- 
ly fails to get his due. It 
would be unfair to say that 
familiarity breeds contempt; 
but it does lead, often, to an unjust 
appraisal. Granting that writing 
which is primarily scholarly cannot 
have for the casual reader the same 
interest as free creative art, never- 
theless, works that are critical, or 
biographical, or historical’ may at 
the same time more than repay. 

And if the particular research field 

invaded by the author happens to be 

one generally neglected, readers 

should welcome the result. i 

Two books, scholarly in intent and 
method, in a period which has been 
little explored are Allardyce Nicoll’s 

“‘A History of Restoration Drama” 

and “A History of Early Eighteenth 

Century Drama.”’ Mr. Nicoll, who is 

Professor of English Language and 

Literature in the University of Lon- 

don, has thus covered in his two 

books the ninety years between 1660 

and 1750. The number of plays read 

by the author will appall any one 
who turns to the “‘hand list’’ of Res- 
toration dramas, which comprises 
one of the several. invaluable ap- 
pendices. The reviewer has not.even 
tried to count the titles listed, but 
the catalogue runs to thirty pages. 

However, Professor Nicoll’s books 

are not a case of the tail wagging 

the dog; the appendix was mentioned 
first merely to emphasize the thor- 
oughness with which the English 
scholar has gone at his task. 

To say that either one of Professor 





Nicoll’s volumes is more interesting 
than the other would be 
invidious if nothing were in- 
volved but the books them- 
selves. But it must in truth 
be admitted_that the period 
covered in the first volume 
is, from the point of view 
of subject-matter alone, of 
rather more interest than 
its companion. Restoration - 
drama, especially Restora- 
tion comedy, is an indi- 
vidual flowering. . Its roots 
were, to some degree, of 
course, In the past; but ~ 
plant itself- 

the so-called ‘comedy a 
manners’’—has a distinc- 
tiveness all its own. Soon 
after the turn of the cen-- 
tury the fineness of this 
flowering began to de- 
teriorate, and by the middle 


arose in this first half of 
the 1700’s another form of 
drama, the drama of “‘sen- 
sibility, ” or the drama of 

*‘gentiment,’’ as it is va- 
riously called; and although 
this new preoccupation led 


drama, began within the 
fifty years between 1700 
and 1750, s0 Nicoll’s second | 
volume is really of as great 
interest as his first, al- 
though the interest is dif- 
ferent in kind. 

The author’s approach to 


both the periods of which he treats is 
the same—through the theatre itself 
and the conditions in the playhouses. 
Of course, this would seem to be the 
logical approach as dictated by the 
subject, but it is one too often over- 
iooked. Too frequently is the thea- 
tre either neglected entirely by dra- 
matic historians or treated as some- 
thing incidental. Yet there is no 
other form of art upon which the 
influence of physical surroundings is 
so great. And when the word “thea- 
tre’’ is used in this corinection the 
type of audience is also to be in- 
cluded. 

Restoration drama is, as every one 
knows, primarily so called because 
the first plays so designated were 
written and acted during the reign 
of Charles II.’ But it shotid also be 
remembered that not only had the 
monarchy been restored but. drama 
itself ‘figured in a restoration. The 
Puritans had closed the playhouses in 
1642, to keep them closed for eigh- 
teen years. The Puritans said that 
plays were immoral. But if there 
was something of degeneracy in the 
declining years of Elizabethan drama 
it was nothing compared to the 
open ficentiousness of Restoration 
plays. It is because of this licen- 
tiousness that Restoration comedy 
and tragedy came to be avoided— 
ee during the Victarian pe- 

jod—as something not even to be 
aeabenan much less read. Profes- 
sor Nicoll deals honestly with this 
phase; he does not try to gloss it 
and talk of ‘‘art for art’s sake,” or 
evade it by calling immorality ‘‘un- 
morality,’’ as many writers have 
done. Rape, seduction, adultery and 
debauchery were the favorite themes 
of the Restoration playwright. But 
he presented these themes with such 
a bristling array of wit that the 
adult reader, at least, should be able 
to separate the subject-matter from 
the presentation and enjoy the lat- 
ter for its brilliancy—a brilliancy 
which has never been equaled in any 
other period of English literature. 

And here we come back to the 
value of Professor Nicoll’s approach 





to the plays by way of the theatre 


itself. It should be recalled that dur- , 


ing the days of Charles and James, 
of William and Mary,- and even 
through the reign of Queen Anne the 
theatre was frequented by only a 
very small portion of the populace. 
Although given in public playhouses, 
the performances were virtually pri- 
vate presentations for the amuse- 
ment of the circle which revolved 
about the court as its hub. Charles 
had little contact with his people; 
his people cared -for little contact 
with Charlies. The close interrela- 
tion between the Crown and the 
country of Elizabeth’s time had been 
broken past any restoration. Char- 
les’s court was built up on artificial- 
ities; it was self-centred and self- 
contained. Plays—vast quantities of 
them, for the cry was ever for some- 
thing new, and seldom did a play 
run for more than a few nights— 
were written and acted for the sole 
purpose of stimulating jaded appe- 
tites. The role of the playwright 
was practically that of court jester; 
and his jests were suited to the 
temper of his commanders. The 
jest, therefore, became the whole 
thing, and to it everything else was 
subordinated. In brief, the audience 
dictated the play. The theatre was 
its toy. 

The same artificiality is to be 
noted in tragedy. In place of the re- 
sounding blank verse of Shakespeare 
and his fellow Elizabethans, rhymed 
verse was frequently substituted; 
and even when rhyme was not 
adopted instead of acting Shake- 
speare as it was written adaptations 
were made of the tragedies. Follow- 
ing the pseudo-classic dictum of 
France, death was not to be looked 
at on the stage, but must be report- 
ed from the wings. To get the full 
measure of this period, with its ab- 
surdities, one has but to compare 
Dryden’s “All for Love or the World 
Well Lost’’ with its original Shake- 
speake’s “Antony and Cleopatra.’’

English drama was gradually emerg- 
ing. Moreover, it was emerging, not 
from the denatured—or, as was 
sometimes the case—the overheroic 
tragedies;, not from the dazzling 
brilliance but wholly unnatural com- 
edy of manners; it was emerging 
from the most humble and most de- 
spised of all the genre. This was 
Mthe lowly farce, a form of enter- 
tainment developed to aftract pa- 
tronage from time to time from 
those of a lower station than the 
nobles, the wits and the beaux. 
This farce, which was clumsy imi- 
tation of the comedy of intrigue, a 
form that, as Professor Nicoll points 
out in his second volume, ran side 
by side with the comedy of manners, 
was interlarded with sentiment. 
There can only be sentiment where 
pity is possible. Sentiment, as car- 
ried down through the eighteenth 
and nineteenth centuries, became, in 
its florescence, an unbearable thing, 
which was bound, eventually, to 
bring about of itself its abolition. 
After “Ben Bolt’, revolt. But the 
flinty cyncism of King Charies’s 
circle, as devoid of humanity as it 
was detached from humanity, was 
absolutely sterile; but for the rise 
of sentimental drama (generally 
comedy, but as time went on ‘also 
appearing as domestic tragedy) 
plays would utterly have ceased to 
be. Restoration comely ,although it 
could . eon nt pride of ancestry, had 
no hope .of posterity. Sentimental 
comedy (or the comedy of senti- 
ment), on the other hand, sprang, 





as Professor Nicoll states, ‘‘from 
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pity and a certain confidence in. the 
goodness of human nature.” And 
he goes on 


Sympathy, not with the charac- 
ters on the stage but as exempli- 
fied in their own actions; the re- 
lating of art to life; the return to 
a highly artificial love of natural 
scenery and rural landscape, and 
the deliberate enunciation of a 
moral or social problem—these ap- 
pear the commonest features of 
the sentimental comedy in. the 
early years. *** * It explains also. 
the weakness of many of these 
sentimental plays, the true sense 
of character-drawing being lost in 
the enthusiasm of the poet for his 
own particuler ideals of right and 
of wrong. * * * The great char- 
acteristic of the sentimental play, 
however, is the problem, directly . 
stated or implied. 


The four most hoteworthy writers: 
of the new form of play were Cib- 
ber, Steele, Addison and Miller. It 
must not be supposed, nevertheless, 
that the theatre Went over all at 
once and completely to the more hu- 
man play. Sentimental drama was 
the butt of much ridicule on the 
part of those dramatists who fol- 
lowed Restoration tradition and who 
wrote for the upper and not the 
lower strata of audiences. 


Another form which arose in this 
period, and to which Professor 
Nicoll devotes considerable space, is 
the opera. But this—and in spite of ” 
Mr. Nicoll’s statement that the Eng- 
lish of this period were a singing 
people—wads more largely due to for-~ 
eign, especially Italian, influence. 
English opera sprang, on its native, 
side, from balladry. It was also 
more or less political. Gay’s ““The 
Beggar’s Opera,”” which became a 
triumph when it was put on in 1728 
by John Rich (it had been refused 
by the managers of Drury Lane) 
was a thinly veiled attack on the 
Walpole Government.

O accustomed have we become 

to regard a ‘“‘teacher’’ solely.

rote, a-retailer, so to speak, 
in the granaries of knowledge, that 
the earlier and simpler connota- 
tions of the word have become lost. 
For this reason one hesitates to use 
the appellation without a line or two 
of explanation. In its earlier and 
“broader use, a ‘“‘teacher’’ was not 
primarily one who conveyed and 
purveyed from the general store of 
accumulated learning; he was one 
about whom others gathered for an 
interpretation of life ag arrived at 
by a mind keener than their own. 
In such a sense were the ancient 
Greek philosophers teachers. The 
world was too young for formalism 
to have taken possession. Also life 
was conducted more leisurely. And 
the closer contact possible under 
these conditions developed humanity 
of thought as it is seldom developed 
today. Plato is more human than 
Kant, because he conversed face to 
face with his ‘‘pupils,"’ and gave 
heed to their point of view; Kant, 
lecturing from a professorial chair 
at Koenigsberg, or writing in the 
isolation of his study, was in the 

of just such forces as would 
h ten and compel intellectual 
solitariness. 

A “‘teacher’* in the older, simpler, 
more kuman sense of the word is 
the Spanish novelist, essayist and 
publicist Miguel de Unamun», a 5e- 
lection of whoee non-fictional writ- 
ing is now for the first time made 
available for English readers 
through translation. Under the 
title of ‘“‘Essays and Soliloquies,’’ 
Mr. J. E Crawford Fiitch brings 
together in a volume of something 
like two hundred and fifty pages 
material which is strikingly expres- 
sive of Unamuno. The translator 
has made his selection from more 
than a dozen of the author’s pub- 
lished works. It is unusual to find 
a collection from a writer in a 





ture of the man as does Mr. Fiitch’s 
anthology. 

Miguel de Unamuno is one of the 
stormy figures of modern Spain; al- 
though immediately this is written 
the question arises as to_ whether 
there really is anything modern 
about Spain. But perhaps it is only 
because America takes its literary 
personages so carelessly that we 
cannot accustom ourselves to the 
thought of a country in which the

banishment. Scarcely more than 
a year ago Seftor de Unamuno, for 
criticizing the coup d'état by which 
General Primo de Rivera had estab- 
lished the Military Directory, was 
ordered deported to the island of 
Fuerteventura, one of the most bar- 
ren of the Canary group. Previous 
to this, in 1900, Unamuno had been 
removed as Rector of the University 
of Salamanca because of his writ- 
ings, and sentencei to sixteen years 
imprisonment on the grounds of 
lése-majesté.

He is a chemist of sufficient 
distinction to have been 
President of the American Chemical 
Society. Like Frederick Soddy, the 
Oxford sicentist, Mr. Noyes has 
been impressed with the point 
of view expressed by Galsworthy, 
that since scientific men have 
made war 0 destructive they are 
under an especial obligation to do 
something to prevent further wars. 
To contribute to this end, Pro- 
fessor Noyes has spent his sab- 
hatical year in Europe, exchanging 
viewpoints on the political situation 
with French and German scientists. 
A record of these conversations 
merely strengthens the conviction 
held by some that in politics the 
majority of scientists think like the 
masses at large. This does not, of 
course, mean that such an outlook 
is necessarily wrong, but it does 
mean that. scientists, thinking as 
they do today, have nothing new to 
contribute to the discussion. 
Professors Marie and Moureu, rep- 
resentatives of French chemistry, 
declaré that, despite the seizure of 
Alsace and Lorraine in 1870, the 
French did not harbor any designs 
against Germany. On the contrary, 





concealed arms found in various 
parts of the empire, the ever-chang- 
fing green police, who, in reality, 
form the nucleus of a large and 
well-disciplined army, all point, to 
German. ruthlessness and to a spirit 
which changes not with time and 
with defeat. A nation that not only 
makes grievous mistakes but refuses 
to acknowledge these mistakes and 
to show any signs of repentance 
vannot be trusted. Hence the neces- 
sity for a large standing army in 
france. Hence the necessity for 
expenditures of large sums of money 
which might otherwise be used to 
far better purpose. 

It is Dr. Marie’s contention that 
what is true of the German nation 
is doubly true of the German scien- 
tists. During the war they sup- 
ported with acclaim every conceiv- 
able brutality committed by the Ger- 
man Army. He charges them with 
being directly responsible for the war 
and for the ‘‘collective soul’’ which 
they have created. 

These attacks are answered by 
Professors Willstaetter and Wieland, 
prominent German chemists. They 
believe that France entered the wa: 
primarily to recover the two prov- 
inces lost in 1870. They believe that 
France cleverly manoeuvred her dip- 
lomatic policy to involve first Rus- 
sia and then England, and that Ger- 
many struck out in. self-defense only 
when she found herself at bay sur- 
rounded by hostile groups. Since 
the war France has been consistent- 
ly hostile to any suggestions which 
might lead to German recovery. 
France is bent upon holding the 
Ruhr and all the country on the 
west bank of the Rhine, upon form- 
ing a Rhenish republic, upon sep- 
arating Bavaria from Prussia, upon 
dismembering the Germany that re- 
mains, &c

As to the attitude, more specif- 
ically, of German scientists, Pro- 
fessor Willstaetter points out that, 
while bitter attacks on Germany ap- 
peared in the scientific Comptes 
Kendus in the Fall of 1914, no such 
attacks appeared in German ascien- 
tific publications. He also contrasts 
the erasure of the names of Ger- 
man chemists from the honor rolls 
of scientific societies in enemy coun- 
tries with the decision of the Ger- 
man Chemical Soctety not to erase 
the names of chemists belonging to 
hostile nations. The obvious conclu- 
sion Professor Willstaetter wishes us 
to draw. from these examples is that 
the German scientist never forgot 
that he was a scientist. 

These parry-and-thrust argume sts 
cannot lead very far. They are the 
outburst of passion-fed men repeat- 
ing what has been drilled into them. 
But when the subject of poison gas 
is approached there the French sci- 
entist is convinced that the German 


,scientist has not 2 leg to stand 


upon; for what could more clearly 
show the low depths to which the 
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German scientist has fallen than the 
introduction, at his suggestion, of 
poison gases into warfare? Where 
in the annals of history do we find 
a bad cause supported by worse 
means? To this charge we have a 
reply from Professor Haber, who 
was in command of the German 
Chemical Warfare Service. As this 
is the first time that a statement 
from so authoritative a source has 
reached us, it might be well to quote 
Haber: 


At the beginning of the war it 
is certain that among the weapons 
with which the French entered the 
war were rifle grenades filled with 
bromacetic ester (a poison gas).

MARCEL PREVOST is one 
of our most prolific and 
most popular novelists. 

® In his youth, however, 
there were no indications 
that he would follow this career. 

He started out in life as a 
student of the Ecole Polytechnique, 
and then b an gi ina 
tobacco factory—a sign that he dis- 
tinguished himself in the Ecote. Of 
the two hundred students graduated 
each year, the first thirty or forty 
_in point of merit are wont to choo3ze 
the civilian field (bridges and roads, 
mines, shipbuilding, &c.), while 
the others become officers in the 
artillery or the engineering corps. 

He is not the only author we have 
today who began by going in for 
advanced scientific studies in one 
of the special schools. M. Edouard 
Estaunié. another talented -novelist 
whose reception into the French 
Academy is soun to take place, is 
also a Polytechnician, and retired 
only recently from his position as 
a telegraph engineer. Alfred Capus. 
the clever story-teller and drama- 
fist whose chair in the Academy has 
now fallen to the lot of M. Es- 
taunié, was once a student at the 
Ecole des Mines. Still another 
Academician, the delightful play- 
wright Maurice Donnay, graduated 
from the Ecole Centrale, which 
trains engineers for private indus- 
try; and the late Léon Gandillot, 
the charming vaudevilist and author 
of “Ferdinand the Groom" and 
“Clinging Women,"' was also a 
graduate of this school. 

In my opinion mathematics can 
be of use to every one; together 
with the classic humanities it forms 
the background for general culture 
and helps mold the mind.

But this is 
almost the only resemblance they 
bear one another. For M. Marcel 
Prévost has cultivated quite differ- 
ent fields while he has, at the same 
time, kept the same fundamental 
character. .It is now almost forty 
years since, still almost a boy, he 
began his literary career with. the 
Publication of ‘‘The Scorp‘on,’’ in 
which he related his memories of 
the Jesuit school where he received 
his secondary education. Then he 
went in for the romantic novel, in 
a manner similar to that of George 
Sand or Octave Feuillet; here we 
have ‘*‘Chouchette,’’ ‘‘Mile. Jaufre,"’ 
“Cousin Laura,’’ “‘Confessions of a 
Lover’’ and *“‘A Woman's Autumn.” 
After that, influenced by the 
younger Dumas, he boldly attacked 
moral and social problems in ‘The 
Demi-Virgins,’’ ‘“The Resolute Vir- 
gins,’”” ‘‘Guardian Angels,"’ ‘‘The 
Princess of Erminge,”” ‘‘The Don 
Juanes.”’ In ‘‘M. and Mme. Mo- 
loch’’ he studied with prophetic 
discernment the bellicosity and pan- 
Germanism of Germany.

and he dies. Sophie and Antoine 
marry, and can now bs: happy, with 
no regrets. 

After some time, unfortunately, 
Antoine is tormented by a terrible 
suspicion. He asks himself whether 
Soph‘e, who was the only one to 
nurse Robert, did not’ perhaps kil 
him, under the pretext of putting 
an end to his useless suffering— 
but in reality to regain her freedom 
sooner, and to hasten the moment 
of her happiness.- It so happens 
that a recent case in a French court 
of assizes has brought to the fore 
this question of whether a person 
has the right thus to shorten the 
sufferings of one who is incurably 
ill. In this case the accused woman 
has been acquitted. But this right 
cannot be recognized in principle, 
for it would permit of too much 
abuse and real murder. 

In M. Marcel Prévost’s novel 
Sophie did not murder Robert,. but 
simply gave him some rather dan 
gerous anesthetics for which he 
asked, though fully aware of the 
peril. She is innocent. But An- 
toine believes her guilty, and con- 
fesses as much to her, adding that 
he would Géntinue to love her 
though she were a criminal. At this 
she becomes profoundly indignant. 
Morally Antoine has sunk in her 
estimation; he is no longer the 
noble being she imagined. She no 
longer loves him, is unable to lova 
him any more; and she goes away 
forever, for again one of the twe 
indispensable to love is 
lacking. This is what was to be 
proved—and never was there a more 
fascinating proof.

R. JACKS'’S big little book is a 
summons to heroes to make 
the world fit to live in. It is 

the reverse of the British politician's 
summons to the British Nation to 
build homes fit for heroes by mass 
action. Dr. Jacks thinks that the 
salvation of society lies in the indi- 
vidual, rather than that the salva- 
tion of the individual on earth lies in 
society. Ease in life is not the aim 
of existence. Struggle for the good, 
true and beautiful is more admirable, 
and should no more cease in the fu- 
ture than it ceased in the past. Only 
by struggle has the world attained 
its benefits, and only in that man- 
ner shall it advance beyond its pres- 
ent attainments. 


The book is the result of lectures 
delivered on both sides the ocean, 
and with frequent reference to the 
problems of both sides, for he reaches

Iss AMY LOWELL’S new 
biography of Keats has re- 
ceived the compliment of a 
five-column front-page article in 
The Times Literary Supplement, 
which warmly commends it on the 
whole, and pronounces it essential 
to any serious student of the sub- 
ject. But its general reception has 
been depreciatory, mainly on th: 
ground of what is alleged to be its 
mass of unprofitable detail. In a 
recent lecture, H. W. Garrod, the 
Professor of Poetry at Oxford, while 
recognizing Miss Lowell's industry 
and enthusiasm, condemned her 
work as deficient in style and judg- 
ment, and described it as the very 
apotheosis of the ‘‘sprawling imag- 
ination.”” The book, he said, had 
disappointed him. It had, indeed, 
been an interruption to his studies. 
It took them not to Keats, but away 
from him. One of the most hostile 
of the critics is Sir Edmund Gosse, 
who declares that its author could 
have put all that is of value in the 
book, without pressure, into a slen- 
der volume of fifty pages. In the 
course of his review, which ap- 
peared in The Sunday Trmes, Sir Ed- 
mund throws down a challenge that 
seems to deserve the notice of Amer- 
ican scholars. The time has come, 
he suggests, when very careful at- 
tention should be given to so-called 
“new material’‘\—to ‘‘the stuff which 
comes back to us, supplied to Amer- 
ican coilectors from no one knows 
what secret sources.” ‘‘Our ingen- 
uous transatlantic friends,’’ he re- 
marks, “are being more and more 
generally swindled by London and 
Dublin dealers, who pass on to their

MONG the up and coming pro- 
grams for world regeneration 
that have been promulgated 
in the last half-dozen years, 
none is entitled to greater 
consideration than that formulated 
in the present volume. Dr. Paul 
Bousfield, the author, is a distin- 
guished London neurologist and psy- 
chologist. His position in a great 
profession entitles him to be heard 
with respectful attention. As the 
present reviewer has had occasion to 
write in regard to several other am- 
bitious programs with the same gen- 
eral object in view, the only real 
difficulty with any or all of them is, 
or is going to be, in relation to the 
answer to this question: Can this or 
that author attract the attention of 
enough serious-minded men and wo- 
men to his plan to make it effective 
in any degree, or can he interest 

“enough of them to demonstrate to 

the world, that it would be effective 
if put to practical test on a large 
scale? It can be said at the outset 
that what Dr. Bousfield has written 
here is of intense interest to all 
women and to some men. It can be 
safely predicted that the reactions of 
his women readers will be many and 
varied, ranging from incredulity and 
amazement to shock and anger. The 
reactions of male readers, on the 
other hand, are likely to be more 
- nearly uniform and can be expressed 
in the single sentence, ‘‘I knew it!” 
uttered in the tones of profound con- 
viction which convey the impression 
of fatuous self-satisfaction. 
Here, in two words, is the author’s 
~ formula. for world stability: Sex 
equality; not just legal equality, but 
the real thing. World stability may 
be more concretely specified for the 
present purpose as world peace. 
Some authors, notably Benjamin 
Kidd and Foerster, have professed 
to see in the dominance of women 
the only prospect of a lasting peace. 
Dr. Bousfield disagrees with them. 
He points to past history as proving 
that women, when dominant in the 
past, were aggressive, warlike. 
Tendencies to war and peace in so- 
ciety depend on psychological fac- 
tors quite other than questions of 
sex, he asserts, leaving aside the 
factors of population, ics and

channels. He expresses the belief 
that psychological teachings can 
bring about this desirable conversion. 
To accomplish his aim he has drawn 
from psysiological, historical and 
psychological sources and demon- 
strated their converging lines. 
~ Let us see what it is in the present 
scheme of things with which the 
author finds fault. We gather from 
his preface that the present pre- 
ponderance of women over men in 
England (some 2,000,000) had some- 
thing to do with his decision to write 
this book. He points out that the 
economic position of the women 
there is a poor one compared to that 
of the men. This, he admits, is in 
part due to prejudice and legal dis- 
ability. Then he asks a question 
which has been asked by many 
philosophers in all ages since philoso- 
phers began to function as such, 
namely, “Supposing the prejudice 
and legal disability were completely 
swept away, would woman in gen- 
eral be able to take a place in the 
economic field in any way equal to 
that of man?” The general answer is 
that she would not; firstly, on ac- 
count of her physical disabilities, 
and, secondly, on account of her 
temperamental disabilities. 

Dr. Bousfield, to the contrary, 
holds that woman's physical disabil- 
ities have been and are greatly exag- 
gerated. Such disabilities have been 
made to appear real by the influence 
of male dominance. He states that 
her temperamental disabilities stand 
very much in her way at present, 
but declares that with a different 
up-bringing, an altered set of ideals 
from childhood upward, it might be 
possible that these would pletely 
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trating ‘‘on any one thing in an effi- 
cient manner.’’ In other words, in 
the author’s view, she turns back 
much of her energy upon herself.

disappear. Almost all of this volume 
is dévoted to a study and discussion 
of these two classes of so-called dis- 
abilities. 

Research into the matter, the 
author confidently states, tends to 
show that woman's chief psychic dis- 
ability is largely due to waste of 
energy, and, curiously enough, he 
says, her chief expenditure of energy 
is largely in the sexual field, al- 
though popular opinion is to the con- 
trary. The amount of energy which 
women waste upon inefficient useless 
sexual activities, he says, is very 
great. He explains that this waste 
is in the direction of adornment, 
exhibitionism and scattering her en- 
ergy over a number of small things, 
thus preventing her from concen- 


Pppears to be of a definitely limited 
amount in each individual. Like 
-physical energy, it can be trans- 
muted from one form to another; 
and, like physical energy, if there 
is waste at any point either in the 
transforming or in the primitive 
outlet, by so much is the final use- 
ful energy limited. * * * 

Since efficiency depends upon the 
method of dealing with our psychic 
energy, the amount we put out in 
useful activities, it is easy to see 
that’ the female, who turns so 
much of it back on herself, re- 
mains subordinate and at the same 
time attempts to compensate for 
the feeling that she is in a su- 
bordinate position by means of her 
appearance and her  preroga- 
tives. * ¢ ¢

race. Declaring that the tendency 
to combativeness is neither male nor 
female, he suggests that ‘‘the subor- 
dinate sex shows these desires for 
peace, but as the subordinate sex 
becomes dominant in turn, it also 
becomes bellicose.

“the enshrouding mists of ignorance 
and prejudice that have created a 
deplorable and exaggerated artificial 
sex-differentiation, an artificial dif- 
ferentiation which has, on the whole, 
he asserts, a strongly deleterious ef- 
feet on both the mental and physical 
efficiency of the race; this false dif- 
ferentiation has resulted in an enor- 
mous waste of psychic energy (on 
the part of women), and has thus 
deprived society of the vast resources 
that would be available for construc-

Clarke does not say it, to be in the 
position of a bachelor whom some 
designing woman has marked for her 
own. Nominally he is still in a state 
of single blessedness, but he little 
knows what the future-has in store 
for -him. 

Be that as it may, it is no diffi- 
cult matter to prove that Uncle Sam 
needs a wife. All that is necessary 
is to point out How badly he has 
managed his affairs without one. 
And Mrs. Clarke does this with a 
thoroughness that is calculated to 
make a mere man hide his dimin- 
ished head in shame. Not that she 
tells us anything new—she doesn’t 
pretend to do that. Indeed, she 
rather makes a point of the fact that 
although the wastefulness and gen- 
eral inefficiency of our legislators 
has been a matter of common knowl- 
edge for years and years nothing has 
ever been done about it. Mrs. 
Clarke is particularly severe on 
Congress, which she accuses of 
squandering the public funds in a 
manner that.no good housekeeper 
would countenace. Here is what 





she says about one form of ‘‘honest 
graft’’: 


On one of the itemized bills for 
“‘stationery’’ for members of the 
House of Representatives the Clerk 
of the House had listed and paid 
for otit of our money such items as 
manicure sets, of which we bought 
for our Congressmen eighteen sets 
in a single year, the prices rang- 
ing from $2.25 to $9 each. There 
Was one powder puff’ listed, a 
Parisian ivory box, a hair receiver 
and some sachets, not to mention 
one little item of .744 decks of 
playing cards, twelve dozen of 
which were carefully set down as 
being of the ‘‘angel-hack’’ brand.

purses and brief cases totaled 298. 
There was one fan, a watch, and 
forty-one thermos bottles, for 
which we paid around $100. We 
also paid during that year, ac- 
cording to the Clerk of the House, 
for a lot. of birth announcements, 
valentines, pink program pencils, 
at-home and dinner cards, to say 
nothing of one small matter of 
16,000 greeting cards. There was 
aiso a naive little entry of ‘‘one- 
half dozen egg crates’’—all in- 
cluded in our bill for House sta- 
tionery! 


So much for Congress. Naturaily 
enough, Mrs. Clarke believes that if 


a sufficient number of women mem- 
bers sat in the House and the Sen- 
ate things would be much better. 
They could not possibly, as she 
sagely points out, be very much 
worse. 


But Mrs. Clarke is no blind idola- | 


tor of her own sex. She admits the 





possibility that they might not make 
a much better fist of managing 
Uncle Sam’s household than the 
men have done. She points out some 
of the faults that will, if they are 
not corrected, prevent them from 
playing &n influential-part in the af- 
fairs of the nation. She finds that 
women do not pull together as well 
as they might, and that they are apt 
to be swayed by personal likes and 
dislikes in matters where such con- 
siderations should have no weight. 
She finds also that they are over- 
fond of forming new organizations 
for each néw cause instead of mak- 
ing use of already existing organ- 
izations. And, worst of all, she 
finds that they are prone, when 
their indignation is aroused by some 
abuse, to call meetings, make burn- 
ing speeches, pass resolutions and 
then go home and forget all about 
it. But Mrs. Clarke is hopeful that 
her sisters will overcome these faults 
and learn to work together for the 
common ; 

Another thing that, in Mrs. 
Clarke's opinion, prevents the wom- 
en of the United States from exert- 
ing their due share of influence in 
public affairs is the lack of a leader. 
She discusses the qualifications of a

energy spent on these activities 
absolutely precludes the efficiency 
of woman in general which would 
enable her to have a real equality 
with man.

And that means, in the author’s 
opinion, the education of the young 
based on the findings of psychologi- 
cal research.

The ‘‘mascu- 
line” characteristics will be found in 
the dominant sex, whichever it may 
be, and the ‘‘feminine” characteris- 
tics are equally certain to be found 
in the subordinate sex. A familiar 
note is the author’s warning of 
Physical disabilities from wearing 
corsets and high heels. 

le author quotes Mathilde and 
Mathias Vaerting, authors of “The 
Dominant Sex,’’ to the effect that a 
regular but extremely slow pendu- 
lum movement can be observed over 
long periods of time which reverses 
the position of the dominant sex. 
The male at present is dominant, but- 
the pendulum seems to be reversing 
with accelerated speed. The author 
finds that woman is in rebellion. He 
observes signs of it in the fields of 
politics and medicine; and he might 
have added a further sign, namely, 
that Scotland Yard in London is be- 
ing flooded with the applications of 
women to get on the Metropolitan 
Police Force. Signs of it in this 
country are too obvious to require 
mention. 

When Dr. Bousfield’s idealistic 
state of sex equality shall have ar- 
rived (and it should not be long de- 
layed, he believes—if his program re- 
ceives instant and universal approval 
and cooperation) the pendulum shall 
cease to swing. Then women and 
men will dress much alike, he says, 
and women will be as aggressive 
wooers as mien. He goes so far as to 
say that there ig no logical reason 
why women should not enter the 
army. 

An appendix is devoted to a criti- 
cism of Freud. in which Dr. Bous- 
field subjects the man who by many 
is recognized as the master Psycho- 
logist to the process of psychoanaly- 
sis. He reveals the unconscious idea 
of male superiority as appearing in 
the writings of the founder of the 
Freudian School, and this is not the 
least interesting part of an instruc- 
tive volume.

HE tase-hardened bachelor who 
picks up Mr. Popenoe’s book 
on ‘‘Modern Marriage,’’ which 
is, of course, an unlikely con- 
tingency, may be reassured by 

the author’s opening sentence. ‘‘It is 
no part.of my plan,’’ says Mr. Pope- 
noe, ‘‘to persuade any one into mar- 
riage.’’ But-the very next words will 
inform him that he need expect no 
quarter here, for there can be no mis- 
interpretation of the statement that 
follows: ‘‘The normal young man.”’ 
continues the author, ‘‘does not need 
to be convinced that matrimony is 
desirable, and if 1 were a girl I 
should not fancy being the. wife of 
’«& man who was married because of 
persuasion.’’ 

Mr. Popenoe is disturbed, not by 
the young men who are disinclined to 
marry, but by the lack of intelli- 
gence displayed in the selection of a 
mate by those who do marry. Yes, 
says he, it is true that a man should 
marry only for love, but that is no 
reason why he should leave all judg- 
ment behind him when he burns his 
bridges. Let him get at this all- 
important business scientifically, Let 
him keep a card index of all the 
candidates for the possession of his 
permanent affections. Suppose now, 
he were to draw up a list of wifely 
qualifications, under such headings 
as Health, Motherhood, Intelligence, 
Appearance, Homemaking, Disposi- 
tion, Age, Family, Vivacity, 2 ge 
radeship. Let him assign a value of 
ten points to each of these, and re- 
quire that no girl remain in his index 
unless she totals at least seventy-

N St. Helena, Napoleon himself

So it is not strange that this big 
book reciting the observations of an 
eyewitness of its vicissitudes should 
be published now, considerably more 
than a century after the last whiff of 
its cannon smoke was dissipated; it 
is indeed a fortunate thing, for the 
interest in the story and its uses are 
still vital. “But it is a strange chance 
that the narrative should exist, hav- 
ing lain unnoticed for a hundred 
years, and should now be —_—— to 
light. 

August Ludolf Friedrich Schau- 
mann was a young German clerk, 
the son of a poor lawyer, a Hano- 
verian subject of King George ITB., 
who, after sundry wanderings and a 
very brief spell of military service as 
a boy, obtained an appointment as a 
war commissary in the King’s Ger- 
man Legion, which cove itself 
with glory in its long service in 
Spain. He was just 30 years old 
when, as he says himself, ‘tat about 
10_o’clock on Sunday morning, the 
28th of August, 1808, we were given 
the signal to land.’’ The “we” were 
himself and a transport load of Brit- 

ish troops, and the place of landing 
* was in Maceira Bay on the shores of 
Portugal. It was an appalling expe- 
rience. The Atlantic billows were 
mountain high and the surf raged 
wildly on the beach. British sailors, 
stripped naked—even the officers— 
dashed into the foam and hurled lines 
to the boats and when these were 
caught ran back dragging the frail 
craft with their living overloads into 
water shallow enough for wading. 
Sometimes the boats upset and men 
were lost. Sailors were drowned, 
too. ‘“‘We stood on the shore dazed 
with anguish at not being able to 
offer any help.” 

The sun was scorching; the: hot 
sand roasted their feet. But at night 
it was chilly and Schaumann and a 
comrade took shelter in a fissure in 
the surrounding bluffs. Then it be- 
gan to rain and they found they had 
chosen: the dry bed of a torrent.

The wonder is that it should have 
remained so long undiscovered. But 
in October, 1922, one of the au- 
thor’s grandsons, Lieut. Col..Conrad 
von Hollender, saw the value of the 
work and printed it in two big vol- 
umes of 400 pages apiece. 

The translator, Anthony M. Lu- 
dovici, tells us that before undertak- 
ing his task he verified the authen- 
ticity of the work. Internal evi- 
dence, indeed, suffices for thig pur- 
pose, but, anyway, Schaumann is 
spoken of in Beamis’s ‘‘History of 
the King’s German Legion,’’ an au- 
thoritative work, and his career 
down to his death in 1840 is matter 
of common repute in Hanover. Com- 
parison of Schaumann’'s statements 
with those of numerous other 
works, further, shows as a rule re- 
markable correspondence as to facts. 
Divergences are only such as might 
be expected, and the balance as to 
exactitude appears to lie often with 
the new-found authority, who had 
the advantage of telling what he saw 
and often took part in. 

Mr. Ludovici has shortened the 
diaries considerably. Whether this 
necessary service -has been per- 
formed in the best way may de- 
pend for decision on comparison 
with the German original. But he 
says, “‘I have given the whole ot 
those facts which throw any light 
upon the life and operations of our 
army in the Peninsula.” He quite 
properly cuts out 138 pages of the 
author’s . life. The original 
diaries take in the Waterloo cam- 
paign; this, also, he omits on the 
very good ground that it is a dis- 
tinct story. But he has not tam- 
pered with Schaumann's personal 
adventures—save, it may be, to trim 
them when they are too much in 
the style of Casanova—nor his per- 
sonal. point of view. Herein lies the 
commanding merit of the narrative: 
it has the distinctness, the cer- 
tainty, the emotion of the thing 
lived. 

Probably the importance of the 
book today will be found above all 
else in its force as a supertract 
against war, though no such pur- 
Pose ever entered the writer’s head. 
It is not possible here to follow every 
happening from 1808 to 1812 to 
establish the chain of agonies and 
terrors. However, the reader can- 
not miss them; they begin early. 
Schaumann had hardly time to get 
used to his duties when he became 
entangled at Astorga in Sir John 
Moore's ‘‘great retreat’’ to Corunna. 
It is odd how little is known about 
this movement by general readers. 
It was, in fact, an icy horror, quite 
comparable to the retreat from Mos- 
cow in everything except numbers. 
Men, women and children starved or 
were frozen to death in the snowy,

and the survivors endured every sort 
of misery. Discipline among the 
soldiers largely disappeared. They 
trudged along the roads, mingled 
with bullocks, mules and army 
train, until, worn out with fatigue 
and hunger and illness, thousands 
lay down to die. The country people, 
muleteers and bullock drivers and 
fugitives, suffered more. .for they had 
less means and no source of supply. 

The army was followed by a great 
number of women and children; they 
perished in hundreds by the road- 

side; a baby might be seen trying 
to suck the frozen breast of its 
dead mother. Guns were aban- 
doned; vehicles were wrecked; ani- 
mals died with the men; peasants, 
turned brigands, robbed and mur- 
dered dead apd-tiiving alike. The 
French troops co: ntly harassed 
the rear and were y kept off by 
blowing up the sollages before the 
whole dire procession had got 
across. There are pages and pages 
of this. 


Lightly they’ talk of his spirit

wrote Wolfe of the commander. 
Rather the reverse is true. Moore’s 
tragic death at Corunna has almost 
made a hero of him. But during this 
retreat his soldiers at every moment 
questioned his military skill. Better 
turn and fight the French, they 
argued; but Schaumann believes that 
Moore's fata] hurrying was not from 
the direct pursuit of Soult, but was 
due to fear of another French 
column paralleling his march by 
other roads and heading him off 
trom the sea. 

Schaumann was one of the first 
taken off by the fleet to England. 
He gives a terrible picture of the 
losses when the French mortars 
swept the boats in which the em- 
barkation was being effected. But 
he was not discouraged. He was 
back in Spain the following Spring 
in time to witness the battle of 
Talavera. He actually saw the inci- 
dent of the great charge of General 
Anson’s light brigade when—as in 
the case of the us ‘‘covered 
way’’ at Waterloo—the cavalry sud- 
denly found themselves on the brink 
of a ravine that separated them 
from the enemy. The First Hussars’ 
stopped short, but the Twenty-third 
Dragoons leaped. Many of them got 
across the chasm and they formed 
up to attack the French infantry. 
But a withering artillery fire obliter- 
ated them. Later in the day 119 sur- 
vivors were found out of a total of 
600 men who rode. forth for the 
attempt. 

It is well known that, though the 
French retreated from this field, 
Wellington found it necessary a few 
days later to begin his retrograde 
movement to the fortified’ lines at 
Torres Vedras. On this long march 
the sufferings were of a new kind, 
caused by torrid heat, dust, drought 
and sickness. But it was far differ- 
ently conducted from the march t6 
Corunna. Strict discipline, rigid order 
and regular rear-guard actions saved 
the army from again becoming a 
mob. Then, after the long Winter 
cantonment, it was the turn of the 
French. Weakened and demoralized, 
they began that tragic, losing 
struggle which drove them across 
the Pyrenees and ended in France

this fact brings under discussion the 
most remarkable feature of the war 
—its cross-currents of hatred and re- 
venge. The French maltreated un- 
speakably the native populations 
whom they ostensibly came to free. 
Both of these, when they found op- 
portunity, as in the cases of strag- 
glers and ‘prisoners, retaliated with 
& savage cruelty such as might be 
expected from Sioux or Apaches in 
— eariy hatred of the white race. 
The things that were done cannot be 
told. The French countered to thesé 
abominations in an ynbroken course 
of murder and rapine, punctuated 
with such wholesale outfages as the 
sacking of Saragasso. Their treat-- 
ment of the people in the later weeks 
of their retreat was so shocking that 
Wellington sent a message to Soult 
to say that if it continued he would 
issue an order that French prisoners 
should no longer be saved from tor- 
ture and massacre by the peasants. 
But the relations between the Eng- 
lish and the Spanish were not sc 
much better. General Cuesta’s army 
deserted the line of battle at Tala- 
vera, but in running away paused 
long enough to loot. the billets of the 
English soldiers in the town. Wel- 
lington served notice that he would 
never again join battle with any 
Spanish troops included in his force. 
The peasants, driven from their

In most 
novels covering the same period, 
that of the American Revolution, 
the characters are made to speak an 
artificial jargon quite unlike any 
language ever spoken by human be- 
ings. Here is Mr. Boyd’s story of 
where he obtained the laygguage 
spoken by his characters: 


I had a tremendous advantage 
{he says], because I live in North 
Carolina and could just take the 
local speech. You see, North 
Carolina is almost entirely Anglo- 
Saxon—98.50 per cent.

Then, too, North 
Carolina had nearly all the types 
of Colonial life—English official 
classes, Scotch, Scotch-Irish and 
German settlements: plantation 
life on the coast; the small in- 
dependent. farmer type _  iniand, 
French Huguenots and New Eng- 
landers, not to mention some of 
the most interesting Revolutionary 
episodes, such as the salvaging of 
the John Paul Jones.

Such is Mr. Cary at his worst. Of 
course, there is no particular reason 
why Cary should have been in any 
accord with that sad rogue, Fran- 
cois Villon, and yet one is tempted 
to wish that the translator had left 
him alone if only for the sake of not 
rhyming ‘fair’ and ‘are.’ Jt seems 
to predicate that Way-Down-East 
accent. 

But leaving the lapses and,. alas, 
they are numerous, aside, there is 
much to interest the general reader 
in this reprint, the first—by the 
way—since the book was issued in 
1846. To all intents and purposes, 
therefore, it is a new work. Pecu- 
larly enough, however, it cannot be 
criticized as a new work. To be 
fair to Cary’one must throw one’s 
mind back to 1846 (or rather 1825) 
and figure out just what knowledge 
was available to the commentator 
when he took it upon himself to in- 
troduce these forgotten and vague 
French poets to the public of his 
time. Cary, himself, explains how 
he came upon the material in the 
essay on Clement Marot. He opens 
this essay by stating: 


In the course of this last Sum- 
mer I happened to reside for some 
weeks in a place where I had free 
access to a large collection of 
books which formerly belonged to_ 
the kings of France, but, like 
other royal property, having been 
confiscated at the Revolution, still 
continues unreclaimed and is now 
open to the use of the public. Of 
this occasion I gladly availed my- 
self':to extend my acquaintance 
with some of their earlier writers, 
whose works are not commonly to 
be met with in our own country; 
‘and, among these, fixed my at- 
tention_principally on such of their 
poets as were of most note at the 
restoration or, more _ properly 
speaking, the general diffusion of 
polite learning in Europe. What 
the result of this inquiry has been 
I invite my readers to judge. 


The place where Cary found these 
books, it may be pointed out, was 
Versailles, where the translator 
passed the Summer of 1821. And it 
might be as well to set down imme- 
diately the subjects of the essays so 
that the reader may know just those 
figures to which Cary gives space 
and translator’s skill, such as it is, 
in this volume. The poets considered 
are Clement Marot, Thibaut, King 
of Navarre, Antoine Heroet, Mellin 
de Saint Gelais, Hugues Salel, 

- Olivier de Magny, Joachim du Bel- 
lay, Remy Belleau, Jan Antoine de 
Baif, Jan de la Peruse, Vierre. de 
Ronsard, Estienne Jodelle, Philippe 
Desportes, Jean Bertaut, Maurice 
Sceve, Guillaume des Autels, Robert 
Garnier, Alain Chartier, Charles 
Duke of Orléans, Francois Villon, 
Fresnaie Vauquelin, Amadis Jamyn 
and Pierre Gringoire. It will thus be 
seen that, perhaps, four out of the 
group are of more than antiquarian 
interest to the lover of literature. 
These fout, Marot, du Bellay, Mon- 
sard and Villon, are treated ‘inade- 
quately, although Villon is the only 
one to be apparently absolutely mis- 
understood. Now and again Cary hits 
off a rather neat bit in the transla- 
tions, such, for instance, ag this son- 
net from Olivier de Magny, which is 
not without a certain esprit and 
charm:

In many cases this 
is all that the poet considered is 
worth, but in the four exceptions it 
gives a false impression. Pierre 
Ronsard, by the way, is considered

The reference is to Jupiter coming 
to Leda disguised as a swan, and it 
will be admitted that Cary has re- 
tained the majesty of this passage 
and kept at its proper height the 
climax at the end. This, at least, 
is good poetry. 

After all, it must be borne in mind 
that old as this book is (nearly a 
hundred years) it is about the only 
single volume that considers thie 
group of ancient French poets suc- 
cinctly, with English translations, 
and a fair amount of factual data. 
In other words, it has yet to be su- 
perseded. It should be superseded, 
of course, and perhaps its repub- 
lication will suggest such a proceed- 
ing to some modern scholar of poetic 
ability. Until then readers can turn 
to far less interesting and sugges 
tive books than Cary’s ‘“‘The Early 
French Poets."’ The style, it will 
be admitted, is agreeable, and if it 
is often archaic that, too, is not 
without its agreeable side in an er: 
when so many things are futuristic 
The general reader, not too anxious 
for exactitude, should find a deal 
of pleasure in this little book and 
it will assuredly give him or her an 
introductidn to some quaint old 
figures who live only through the 
pages of Cary’s work today.

LICE RICH NORTHROP was

this book, upon which she had been 
long at work, and its final prepara- 
tion for publication has been carried 
on by Mr. Medsger, who presents 
the volume just as she wrote it. 
Although she was born and spent 
most of her life in the city, her in- 
stinct was that of the woodsman and 
her deepest and keenest pleasure was 
in the out-of-doors. She was long 
the President of the School Nature 
League in New York City, which has 
established two dozen or more nature 
rooms in as many schools and is 
looking forward to having its work 
made a part of the city school sys- 
tem. She had many students to 
whom she gave field courses in na- 
ture study in the Spring and 
Autumn, a work which she kept up 
for years, and it was in response to 
the desire of her pupils and other 
friends for some hook that would 
cover the wide and varied scope of 
these field instructions that she be- 
gan work on this volume. Starting 
it about 1900, she worked upon it! at 
intervals, sometimes dropping it for 
long periods, but finally bringing it 
up to date and practically completing 
it shortly before her death. 

The work is notable among nature 
books and well worth the attention 
of nature lovers, especially of those 
newly started on that alluring path, 
because of its wide inclusiveness. 
Starting with ferns, mosses, fungi 
and their relatives, 
trees, shrubs, 
and follows these with chapters on 
the common weeds and the common 
poisonous plants.

HE* Sargasso Sea has always been one 

of the most appealingly romantic sub- 

jects in the world. It may be classed 

with El Dorado, Prester John’s King- 

dom and Lotus Land as a place con- 

cerning which fertile brains have weaved 

wild legends. So many conflicting reports, 

even in modern times, have been made on 

this Atlantic region that it is hard to know 
what to believe. 

When the Arcturus left New York on the 

first oceanographic expedition of the New 


the Gulf Stream and the Equatorial Current 
perform sleight of hand with the Sargassum 


weed, which indubitably exists in huge quan- 
tities; but only at certain propitious seasons 
do these quantities collect into the floating 
meadows that have been seen by trustwor- 
thy observers.

Strange Creatures 


From this zone we~have taken 
scores of beautiful little cyclothones 
in a single haul. These small fish 
have jaws reminiscent of those of 
some of the constricting snakes, for 
they can unjeoint the lower one at 
will, in order to swallow dispropor- 
tionately large prey. The interior of 
the mouth is furnished with rows of 
luminous photophores, so that pre- 
sumably the gaping orifice of the ad- - 
vancing fish is rendered attractive to 
his prospective victim! 

Another spectacular dweller in the 
depths is argyropelecus, the silver 
hatchet fish. ‘His head and body are 
strangely telescoped, giving him a 
profile like a Pekingese. His large 
scales flash with lovely. reflections 
of silver and blue, and there are 
symmetrical groups of phetophores 
along his sides which he can dim or 
brighten. 

Here .are found the pharynx fishes, 
a dozen different species, more or 
less alike, weirdly fashioned so that 
they seem to consist entirely of 
meuths and tails. There is one fish 
that can swallow another consider- 
ably larger than himself, by means 
of a distensible stomach, which is 
quite transparent, so that his prey, 
whole and apparently unharmed, 
may be viewed from the outside as 
through a show window. There is 
an eel-like fish whose tremendously 
elongated jaws flare away from each 
other beyond any possibility of meet- 
ing, and another that dangles a 
luminous globe before his mouth at ‘

The Bane of Other Presidents’ Lives Seems to Be Favorite Form of Exercise of 
Present Occupant of White House—He Sets a Record in Greeting Callers 


“It Is Strange That the Applied Science of the United States Should Have Devised No Method Whereby the President Can Shake Hands Except One at a Time.”

N these’ days of .labor-saving 
machinery it is surely strange 
that as yet the applied science 

of the United States should have 
devised no method whereby the Presi- 
dent can shake hands with his viai- 
tors except one at a time. Henry 
Ford has machines which drill twen- 
ty-four holes all at once, and a spin- 
ning frame will twist a hundred 
threads, Yet Mr. Coolidge, with all 
the resources of the richest country 
in the world behind him, has still 
to greet his guests as if steam, elec- 
tricity, watér power and gasoline 
had never been harnessed for the 


machine, would not think of putting 
a hem on her curtains, stitch by 
stitch. She turns on the motor 
and the needle flashes its way 
through whatever material is sub- 
mitted to it. But in shaking hands 
the_ President must toil as farmers 
toiled before the Says of tractors. 
It is like digging up a flower bed 
with a mere spade or signing your 
name without a rubber stamp. 
Let Them All Arrive 

Some people say that at the 
White House the daily handshake 
should be abolished. When Wood- 
row Wilson was President he ex- 
cused himself from the privilege on 
the plea that he could only win one 
war at a time and that the war on 
the French front must be won first. 
But, up to this even date, Presi- 
dent Coolidge has not weakened in 
well-meaning. At the appointed 
hour each morning the slogan is, 
“Let them all arrive.’’ Enterpris- 
ing agents who collect pligrims in 
San Francisco and deposit them on 
Mount Vernon advertise the Presi- 
dent’s handshake as an attraction 
not less compeHing than the view 
from the Washington Monument. 
The President's tery courteous sec- 


retary, Edward T. Clark, told me} 
last week that on a quiet day the 


President shakes hands with at 
least 200 callers, while in Summer 
or at a season like Easter, when 
children need amusing, the number 
runs into thousands. What is holi- 
day for boys and girls thus becomes 
overtime for the Chief Executive, 
and when his term of office is com- 


There is, I am assured, no sub- 
stance to the rumor that he is sus- 


hand to pulp.

right arm swings like a pendulum,

the hand. Before you have time to 
do the gripping yourself you are 
yourself gripped, and by the time 
that you have got over your sur- 
Prise you are let go and the hand 
has gripped your successor. About 
the grip there is no indecision. You 
are gfatified at the welcome, only 
to find that it is also,a dismissal. 
It is truly hospitable, but the Presi- 
dent is constantly regretful that you 
cannot stay longer. ‘Come again, 
when you are less busy seeing the 
sights -of Washington!’’ That is 
what the grip implies. You are al- 
ways welcome at the White House— 
at the rate of sixty a minute. 

_ It was, of course, a high authority 
who instructed his messengers to 
“salute no man by the way.’” And, 
beyond all controversy, the ineffici- 
ency of courts has been due in large 
measure to the time wasted on eti- 
quette. Yet it is hard to see how 
you can entirely dispense with these 
formalities. The very word saluta- 
tion or salute signifies a mutual con- 
fidence. It means that one person 
is safe in the presence of another 
person, that there is confidence be- 
tween them, that they can trust one 
another. You offer aman your 
right hand, empty. You thus place 
yourself in his power. While he holds 
your hand you cannot defend your- 
self or seize the hilt of your sword. 
You believe that you are in the pres- 
ence of a friend. 


“Im the Roman salute, revived by 
the Fascisti, the arm is uplifted. 
But the idea is the same. The breast 
is uncovered. The heart is deprived 
of its defense. The Roman salute is, 
broadly, the ceremonial advised by 


bandits when they board a Pullman 


and request the passengers to raise 
their arms. In fact, we have here 
the origin of the hold-up. That also 
is a salute. 


Of course, the etiquette at the 

ite House is not universal 
throughout the world. Shaking 
hands is not the only kind of salute 
adopted ©y precedent and tradition. 
Ladies at court still courtesy and 
gentiemen bow. King George's hand 
is kissed as well as shaken; and 
hitherto, in Europe, monarehs when 
meeting have kissed one another on 
both cheeks. 

If ever the President’s hand should 
be in danger of shaker’s cramp he 
might perhaps rest it by adopting 
some such ancient alternative. In- 
deed there are other customs avail- 
able for imitation if kissing is con- 
sidered to be unsuitable. The Poly- 
nesians when they hold their levees 
rub noses. In Mexico there are In- 
dians who blow into one another’s 
ears. 


Symbols of Hospitality 

Civilization has thus an excellent 
choice of symbols with which to éx- 
press hospitality. And there is 
abundance of material for experi- 
ments in the same to be conducted 
by scientists at the White House. 
Indeed,~ why should not each State 
in the Union adopt an especial and 
distinctive greeting fiw the Chief Ex- - 
ecutive? There might be a shake for 
Cincinnati, a pat on the tack for 
Pennsylvania, a slap on the thigh for 
Alabama, a kiss on the other cheek 
for West Virginia, rubbing noses for 
Massachusetts, cooing like a dove for 
Kansas, and so on for California. ~ 
Over the entire anatomy of the Chief 
Executive the ceremonial calisthenic 
would thus be evenly distributed. 
And from his receptions he would 
emerge tingling with health and en- 
couraged to continue his service to 
the nation and mankind. 
For it is service. That is the real 
significance of the handshake. In 
the past potentates spoke, if at all, 
in terms of power. Today he that 
would be greatest among men must: 
be the servant of all.

WITH REVERE 150 YEARS AFTER | 


‘The Dramatic Contrasts Between the Famous Road of Destiny of a Century anda 
Half Ago and the Thoroughfare of Today, Changed Beyond Recognition

was exactly one hundred and 
fifty years ago today that over 
a darkened road, rutted by farm 
ag and hedged deep with 
woods, a solitary horse and rider 
went on a. mission whose fulfill- 
ment meant the birth of America. 
It was a lonely road with only here 
and there the dim shapes of farm- 
houses sleeping under the moon. 
Even the dogs were quiet in the 
yards—no lights shone into a mid- 
night that was to become historic. 
There would be the pounding of 
hoofs down the long straight 
strétch and the hoarse shout of the 
rider as he pulled his mount to a 
halt in front of some dwelling. 
“The British are coming. Turn 
out!’’ 
With this cry the rider went on— 
on through the 
dreaming country- 
side over the trail 
that led to Lex-~ 
ington and to Con- 
cord, where a vil- 
lage green and a 
white wooden 
bridge awaited the 
coming of eternal 
fame. Behind him 
as he sped there 
plunged out of the 
farmhouses’ men 
who struggied into 
their clothes while 
they ran, hands 
“clutched tight to 
the stocks of flint- 
lock muskets, 
which only a mo- 





sage and the Min- 
ute Men of Massa- 
chusetts were 
pouring into Lex- 
ington. 

Such was the 
scene in the first 
hours of America’s 
most memorable 
day, the 19th of 
April, 1775. To- 
day Lexington and 
Concord, with. the 
entire nation 
watching, are ren- 
dering their hun- 
dred and fiftieth 
aniversary tribute 
to the rider who 
sped along that 
road and to the 
gallant little band 
of patriots in 
homespun who 
stood up against 
the power of His Britannic Majesty’s 
army in the name of liberty. 

A‘ century and a half is a iong 
time back. It has seen the work of 
that band of Minute Men grow into 
the greatest Republic in the world. 
It has seen that quiet countryside 
swept up by the progress of the 
years into metropolitan districts loud 
with the clanging of trolley gongs 
and ribbed with the steel of railway 
tracks. Were the ghost of Paul 
Revere to ride that way again it 
would never recognize—except in 
certain stretches—the path it once 
traversed. 


Where the Ride Beg. 


Go over the route that Paul Re- 
vere traveled from Charlestown in 
Boston to Lincoln, where a British 
patrol checked him in the gray hours 
of dawn. Follow the road on to 
Concord and the old North Bridge 
heneath which flows the slow tide of 
tne river and above which ancient 


It is a romantic ride, still cloaked 
with the atmosphere of the past 
battling bravely against the remorse- 
less inroads of modernity. But you 
must not expect to find things.as 
they were. The writer most cer- 
tainly did not. 

Through cobbied streets of Boston 
where trucks and motors bumped 
over the stones our car pushed 
slowly on, over a long bridge, and

square. Low buildings and stores 
rimmed it round; one side was split 
by the iron pillars of the elevated 
line, a fine dust was thick in the 
air. Even as we watched there 
came the rattling roar of a train 
pulling imto the station overhead 
and the stairs were dotted with the 
figures of homegoers.

Ride with us now as the fast 
motor that speaks of the methods 
of today goes over the trail that 
horse and rider took.

There 
is a long brick wall; high up in it 
are windows, across which stand iron 
bars. Back of those bars are the 
inmates of Charlestown Prison, 





the night. Smooth-paved and 
broad, a stream of swift trolleys and 
swifter motors, it stretches on in 
the direction of Lexington. Revere 
wheeled here, faced by a pair of 
British officers, and swung his 
mount off on the road to Medford, 
picking up the direct line to Lexing- 
ton again at Arlington. 

Prosperity lines Massachusetts 
Avenue. The ivied halls of Har- 
vard swing into sight as Cambridge 
is reached. The garish sign of the 
motion-picture ‘‘palace’’ proclaims 
the name of the feature film that is 
showing inside. ‘The inevitable five 
and ten cent store shouts of the 
bargains to be had. This is 1925 
on the road to Lexington and Con- 
cord. 

Arlington next—another as- 
phalted, thriving, many-stored com-

small circle of green grass grew be- 
hind the railings that proclaimed it 
a park—City Square. 

It was from this point that Paul 
Revere began his ride. He had been 
called to the house of Dr. Joseph 
Warren in Boston at 10 o’clock the 
night of April 18 and warned that 
the British were gathering for a 
march on Lexington and Concord to 
seize Samuel Adams and John Han- 
cock and destroy the stores that the 
American patriots had gathered. 
Within the hour his boat had landed 
on the Charlestown shore. From the 
tower of Old North Church across 
the river there gleamed the single 
lantern that told the redcoats were 
to advance by land. 

You cannot. see the spire of Old 
North urch now from the spot 
where the ride of Revere commenced. 
Blackened and dingy with age, its 
steeple still towérs above the bulk of 
buildings and the stacks of shipping 
that crowd the river, but the pro-

munity. We are coming closer now 
to the goal, but always the tone is 
that of.today. In the midst of busy 
blocks there is a great hole in the 
ground, surrounded by boards and 
with the latest in concrete mixers 
standing by. It was here, up until 
a few weeks ago, that there stood 
the old Cooper Tavern, where two 
Americans were killed by the British 
as they retreated to Boston, harried 
and broken by fatigue. 


Into the Open Country 

And now at last we are reaching 
the open country on the way to 
Lexington. Warm brown fields 
lead away from the road to a dis- 
tant, hazy horizon. The car leaps 
forward past a tiny cemetery, 
ringed by a low gray wall, wherein 
all the graves face the setting sun. 
The flash of colors of a billboard 
breaks across the vision, and the 
outskirts of Lexington are reached. 


The character of Lexington is the 
character of its green—that eternal 





acre or so ‘where Captain John 
Parker and his double line of Minute 
Men matched their courage against 
the host of the British. Lexington’s 
green has not changed much 
through the years; stanchly it has ~ 
resisted the onset of time. Its grass 
is as verdant as ever. At its north 
end rears the pure and graceful 
beauty of a Colonial church. Some 
of its low white houses are the very , 
ones that saw the men in homespun 
answer the volley of the redcoats 
before they retreated upon Concord 
in the face of hopeless odds. Jonas 
Parker,-the Minute Man who swore 
that he would never retreat, still 
lies on Lexington Green, and so do 
his six comrades who fell when the 
British Major Pitcairn, riding 
horse up and down before the line 
of red, gave the signal to fire. Their 
bodies rest in a

Monument.

Almost - 
within moments arrived William 
Dawes, who had been sent from 
Boston with the same message. an 
hour ahead of Revere, but had 
taken a longer route past the Brit- 
ish outposts. Then it was the 
saddie again with an added patriot 
to make them three horsemen of a 
new nation—Dr. William Prescott of 
Concord, fresh from his courting of 
a Lexington belle.

from a teacher's chair at West Point 
to field organizer and disciplinarian 
of those military police who saw to it 
that the ddughboys kept spic and 
span in appe@rance and behavior 
when away from their camps in 
France. He has written books; one, 
though designed for the soldier, has 
had wide circulation among laymen. 
It is rated by some as a classic in 
its field—ieadership. 

It was because of his faculty for 
both theory and application that 
General Andrews was chosen for 
what is virtually a new post in the 
Government, a post that has to do 
with many complex problems of co-, 
ordination. 

Under him there will he forces 
comprising nearly 15,000 persons, 
who carry on operations costing 
more than $30,000,000 a year—mem- 
bers of the Customs Service. the 
Coast Guard and the l’rohibition 
Vait, all of which have directly to do 
with the enforcement of prohibition.

HEN the Prince of Wales 
lands in South Africa the

" When the Prince leaves the Re- 
pulse at Capetown he will be 
welcomed to a modern city with im-

assembling plant at Port Elizabeth. 
Capetown with its quarter of a mil- 
lion inhabitants is the legislative, 
educational and social capital of the 
Union of South Africa. Its suburbs 
for loveliness of setting and majesty 
of scenery are equaled by few other 
cities. 


Table Mountain Above City 


Dominating the whole scene is 
Table Mountain, which rises a sheer 
3,600 feet behind the city. Its two- 
mile front is partly covered with 
vegetation, and its sides are torn 
in spots by ravines down which tor- 
rents rush after a rain. To reach 
the summit of Table Mountain, the 
Prince must follow a drive that is a 
masterpiece of road engineering. The 
mountain rises to the left of the 
roadway,. while to the right, far be- 
low an azure sea breaks into white 
foam against the rocks.

Here, amid luxuriant vege- 
tation, is-one of South Africa’s Sum- 
mer resorts. In the neighborhood, at 
Oudtshoorn, is a large ostrich farm 
territory. Many ostrich farmers went 
out of business a few years ago 
when fashion’s decrees went against 
the wearing of ostrich feathers. 
Judging from recent modes the 
South African ostrich farmer has a 
market once more. 


By this time it will be the second 
week in May, or the second month 
of Winter, as the seasons are re- 
versed in South Africa.

ocean. The. country is semi-tropi- 
cal and there are many cotton, rice, 
cayenne pepper, tobacco and tea 
plantations. Habitations of races 
from three continents—Europe, Afri- 
ca and Asia—are passed. 

At Eshowe, beautifully situated 
1,660 feet above the Indian Ocean, 
the Zulus probably will turn out in 
full force and stage a war dance for 
the Prince. There is no nation more 
courageous, honorable and likable 
in Africa than the Zulu. Once the 
Zulus were one of the greatest fight- 
ing and conquering people on the 
Dark Continent. Zulu men and wo- 
men today took like beautifully pro- 
portioned ebony figures. And when 
they dance they show that they have 
lost none of their agility and rhythm. 

Again through the gently swaying 
sugar fields-and up into the moun- 
tains, the royal party will go next to 
Swaziland and its capital Mbabane. 
This territory of 7,000 square miles. 
dotted with villages and kraals is 
ruled in reality by a British High 
Commissioner and, in name, by the 
Chief Regent and the paramount 
chief. 

The Chief Regent, once a powerful 
native Queen who commanded a vast4 
army of impis or soldiers, is today 
blind and remains all day in her 
royal hut, receiving but few visi- 
tors... If these are Europeans they 
are introduced by the Commissioner 
and are taken to the Kraal, where 


woven walls to the reception 
“office,”’ that there in his purely 
native kraal the secretary will greet 
him at a table on which stands an 
American typewriter. 
The Paramount Chief, the Queen’s 
son, is a handsome and able young 
man who speaks English. The 





Queen receives only inher hut, 
where after a few greetings ex- 





changed through the interpreter she 
slowly extends her hands to greet 
the visitor and receive his present. 
And, while it is strictly prohibited to 
give alcohol to the natives, she 
treasures most of all a bottle of real 
Dutch gin. ; 

The last of June the Prince will 
reach the Transvaal to visit Pre- 
toria and Johannesburg. In Joburg, 
as the latter city is called, the Prince 
will witness the dance of the native 
miners. Thousands upon thousands 
of natives from all parts of Africa 
are employed by the various mines 
here. Their costumes and customs 
contrast strangely with other sur- 
roundings—eight and ten story build- 
ings and mine machinery. No one 
who has seen their dance will forget 
it or their agility, their colors, the 
shouting and din and the orchestra. 
The orchestral instruments § are 
fashioned from empty paraffin tins, 
and with several hundred such im- 
provised zylophones in a row the din 
is terrific. 

With a trip to Zeerust and the 
town famous for the start of the 
Jameson Raid, Mafeking, the de- 
fense of which was also one of the 
great events of the Boer War, the 
Prince will be in Bechuanaland, 
where he will rest in camp during 
the last few days of June, as it has- 
@ very fine Winter climate. It is 
an ideal game country and one of 
the few in which the native chiefs 
are still accorded certain hunting 
rights provided they agree to main- 
tain a close season. The elephant, 
rhinoceros, giraffe -and eland are 
protected under a penalty of £150, 
but of course the Prince will be per- 
mitted to hunt them as well as the 
hippopotamus, buffalo, zebra, quag- 
ga end the many antelopes to be 
found in this hunter's paradise. 


In the Diamond Fields 


Then eighteen days will be spent 
in Rhodesia. The Prince will visit 
Bulawayo, other cities and towns, 
and the justly famed Victoria Falls. 
On July. 18, through heat-and dust, 
he will pass via Mahalapye, Gabe- 
rones, Vryburg and Taungs to Kim- 
berley, where diamond ‘mines will 
be the special object of inspection. 
Here was found the famous ‘‘Star 
of South Africa,” now in ‘the pos- 
session of the Countess of Dudley, 
which, weighing 83% carats, was 
originally bought by a Dutchman 
from a Hottentot for less than 
$2,000, immediately sold by him for 
$50,000 and is now valued at four 
times that sum. In 1917 a stone 
weighing 442 carats was found. This . 
practically will. end the Prince’s 
tour and he will return to Cape Town 
on July 22, whence he will sail away 
from the port which some two hun- 
dred years ago was the first British 
wedge driven into the mysterious 
Dark Continent.

Time and the Maid 


Time has proved many things 
about the dairy maid of Devon. Oth- 
er prophets have come, and have 
more or less conventionally uttered 
their prophecies and passed away. 
Who among them conceived so in- 
genious a plan and-se lasting an. in- 
citement to curiosity as Johanna, 
when she locked up her prophetic ef- 
fects and decreed that they should 
be revealed only by the Church 
which had utterly repudiated her? 

This fact alone has kept her mem- 
ory Springlike green for 110 years. 

Johanna Southcott, the daughter 
of a farmer, was born at Gittisham, 
Devonshire, in 1750. As a girl she 
worked on her father’s farm and was 
int ly religi A love affair 
with a farmer's son in Sidmouth and 
the death of her mother seem to 
have precipitated her first ‘Divine 
Inspiration."’ This: visitation so ir- 
ritated her father that he sent her 
into domestic service, hoping in that 
way to cure her. 

She became a shop girl at Honiton. 
But soon she retired to. closer se- 
clusion owing to the attentions of her 
several suitors, She became a ser- 
vant in the house of a Squire, but 
it was “divinely intimated’’ that she 
must remove to Exeter. She lived 
for many years in the latter place 
and had only one revelation appar- 
ently during this time—a “divine 
command” to leave the Wesleyan for 
the Methodist Church. 

On Easter Sunday, 1792, when she 
was 42 years of age, she claimed the 
Spirit of ‘Truth visited her and that 
“she was destined to give birth to 
“Shiloh, the second incarnation of 
Christ.”” Her outbursts appear to 
have irritated the Methodists more 





than ber eartier visitations irritated} 


her father. In consequence of the 
rumpus Johanna fell sick of a fever 
and retired to Plumptree to stay with 
a married sister. Johanna tells how 
at Piumptree she suffered “ten days’ 
experience of the Powers of Dark- 
ness’” and it was at Plumptree she 
first began to write her rambling 
doggerel and incoherent prose. Nine 
500-paged books of her writings have

When Johanna’s sister read the 
first of these effusions she said that 
the writer was “mad.”" Whereupon 
the siby! locked up her leaves and 
sealed them with a seal she is said 
to have found when sweeping up 
the shop where she worked in Honi- 
ton. Leaving her prophecies she 
went back to Exeter and broke with 
the Methodists. Alsa, she began a 
thorough canvass of the clergy and 
bishops to the end that they should 
go to Plumptree, break open her 
box and examine her claims as a 
prophetess. But the sibyi’s leaves 
remained untouched in the box whose 
seal is still unbroken. 

She went to Bristol in 1798 for

Her followers were reduced to a de- 
lirium of excitement. They ordered a 
crib costing two hundred pounds 
and pap spoons to the value of one 
hundred pounds.

There is doubt that Johanna was 
a most provocative person, an in- 
teresting personality,- passionate and 
most single-minded in her purposes.

make my pen a pen of iron, 
wrought in the fire of love for Him. 


My heart has been grieved and tears 
have often come to my eyes when 
1 have heard and thought of the 
glorious revelation God has given 
to mankind, and yet they have cru- 
cified the Lord afresh. 

“The existence of the child (Shi- 
oh) was vouched for by seventeen 
out of twenty-one medical men who 
visited Johanna. the prophetess. 
That she died of dropsy was proved 
to be absolutely untrue at the dis- 
section, as no cause of death and, 
no tumor could be found.. Mankind 
is face to face with an event which-.~ 
cannot be understood or explained — 
away any more than the birth of 
the Saviour can be comprehended 
by our finite mortality." This Miss 
Seymour was the Believer who in 
1915 said that the box would not 
be opened until ‘‘sent for by the 
Bishop.”’ 

Another exponent~of Johanna ex- 
plains how the prophetess saw the 
“coming of engine drivers and 
stokers on sea’ and ‘‘their battles 
with heat, signals and dire dangers,”’ 
in the following characteristic verse 
style as written by the religious 
leader:

Like meat in oven dressed, 
Couldst thou be there their anguish

And feed them at thy breast.

prophet never lived who left behind 
sO many written prophecies as 
Johanna Southcott, which have been 
read through the years by her 
dwindling followers. And Johanna 
alone knew how many thousand 
other pages were consigned to. the 
mystery box—the box that curiosity 
is finally to open. That sibyl who, 
according to the most authentic his- 
torians,of the Roman Republic, came _ 
to the palace of Tarquin II. with 
nine yolumes of her sibylline leaves 
for sale was, 2s we know from the 
fate of those leaves, the veriest 
blunderer in comparison to the 
Devon maid. For countless leaves 
ot- the -Devon -maid are stilt imtact; 
it is assumed, in that. strong box 
somewhere in Engiand.

Her pen ‘‘wrote as it listeth,’’ say 
her disciples. And there seems to be 
a like freedom from thought, sense, 
grammar and relevance about the 
interpretations that are put on these 
utterances.

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SADLER’S WELLS TO REVIVE OLD GLORIES 


was recently announced from 

London that a committee head- 

ed by the Duke of Devonshire 

was planning to get possession 
of the famous old Theatre Royal, 
Sadier’s Wells, in Islington, and 
set up there once again, as in 
the time of Samuel Phelps, a safe 
suburban refuge for the Shake- 
spearean drama. Thus the north of 
London would have something to 
match what the south of London, 
across the Thames, has in the old 
Vic. And people who like a steady 
and solid diet of the old favorites of 
the British stage—without accom- 
paniment of fried fish—would have 
another place to go when. the mode 
of the moment filled the fashionable 
West End theatres with musical 
shows and modern comedies in the 
latest depraved taste. Such is more 
or less the situation today. 

It was also, as it happens, a par- 
allel situation which led Pheips, who 
had been the right hand of Macready 
at Drury Lane, to undertake in 1844 
what was regarded as the insane ex- 
periment of turning a disreputable 
music hall; in a poor, shabby, re- 
‘mote and somewhat off-color neigh- 
borhood, into a 
temple of the se- 
rious _legitimate 
drama. This ac- 
tor’s theory, a8 
stated in his pros- - 
pectus, was that 
each quarter of 
London, then a 
city of 2,000,000 
souls, would sup- 
port a_ theatre 
which offered the 
“best stock of the 
drama’ within 
convénient reach 
of people’s homes. 

His ambition, as 
confessed in his 
valedictory nearly 
a score of years 
later, was to pro- 
duce all of the *‘ 
plays of Shake- 
speare, though not 
exclusively the 
plays of Shake- 
speare. It was 
the necessity of 
economy that 
caused him to 
choose for carry- 
ing out his , pro- 
gram a place 
where the latest 
bill’ of fare had 
been the crudest 
melodrama and 
where a troupe of 
performing horses 
had been a recent 
attraction. 

Yet #contempo- 
rary accounts are 
witness that he 
crowded the house 
“to suffocation’’ with ‘‘Macbeth’’ on 
his opening night, and for eighteen 
years’ continued there in. Islington 
with, r ble fi , in 
spite of low prices, to produce only 
Shakespeare and the other respect- 
able and established playwrights of 
the English stage. Only ance, as he 
said, did he have ‘‘recourse to the 
French’"’—when he appeared in 
“Louis XI."" And he did actually 
present thirty-four plays of Shake- 
speare, aggregating between 3,000 
and 4,000 performances and includ- 
ing such unusual ventures as ‘‘Ti- 
mon of Athens’’ and ‘‘Pericles, 
Prince of Tyre.”’ 

Sadler's Wells became not only the 
favorite playhouse of its own shab- 
by and ungenteel neighborhood but 
one of the recognized institutions of 
London. It was treated with enor- 
mous seriousness by the press—in- 
cluding The Athenaeum and- The 
London Times. It was resorted to by 
literary and artistic persons. Charies 
Dickens, for instance, was an 
habitué. In fact, as somebody said, 
the audiences included very aristoc- 
racy but that of birth. ;

According to, that veteran ‘critic 
of the theatre, Ranken Towse, who 
saw him in some twenty perform- 
ances, Samuel Phelps as an all- 
around actor has been excelled by 
none on the English stage and hard- 
ly ever equaled. At home both in 
tragedy and comedy, his versatility 
was amazing. He played not only 
Macbeth, Hamiet and Othello and 
Coriolanus, but Bottom the Weaver, 
Falstaff and Justice Shallow;* not 
only Lear and Cardinal Wolsey, but

that simultaneously was rediscovered 
there a spring of medicinal water 
which had earlier attracted visitors 
but had been covered up and for- 
gotten for 140 years, or since the 
monks of Clerkenwell Priory in the 
vicinity had been driven away by 
the Reformation. : 


Old-Time Entertainers 

In Sadler’s own time the water 
drinkers were amused by ‘“‘pos- 
turers, tumblers and rope dancers,” 
a “‘piper perched on a shell-work 
rock’’ piped for those who desired 
to dance, and a lady ‘“‘played upon 
the dulcimer.’” In the last year of 
the seventeenth century the place 
‘was known as Miles’s Musick House. 
There was a girl sword dancer and 
a clown who also -officiated as 
waiter, and, according to Macklin, 
a contemporary actor, ‘‘a mixture of 
very odd company, but very little 
rioting.’’ 





named Rosomon took over the prop- 
erty. At first he had singing, danc- 
ing and acrobatics like his prede- 
cessors. Then he put on “burtettas,” 
musical interludes and pantomimes. 
The. Rural Calendar of the latter 
year dignified the place as having 
reached the rank of a ‘“‘theatre,”’ 
and not very long afterward Giu- 
seppe Grimaldi, the dancer and pan- 
tomimist, whose nickname - Was 
‘Iron Legs,”"’ came there as ballet 
master. It is said he put on as a 
spectacie Dryden’s version of the 
**Tempest,’’ which was, in fact, 
given at Drury Lane in that year for 
his (Grimaldi’s) benefit. 

All this. while the original wooden 
building seems to have survived in 
the-main. In 1765 it was replaced 
by a brick structure, resembling 2 
manor house rather than the ordi- 
nary type of theatre. This was the 
house in which Phelps and his 


over forty-seven years, in the course 
fof which he appeared also at Covent 
Garden and Drury Lane. If his con- 
temporaries are to be trusted—and 
how else are we to get our ‘ideas of 
dead players?—he was a most mar- 
velous actor, and not less marveloua 
because he played the dumb part of 
clown. His farewell in 1828 is one 
of the events in -the history of Sad- 
ler’s Wells. es 

During Grimaidi’s time the Welis 
saw many other performers and not 
a few vicissitudes. Among the first 
were Paul called Little Devil, 
and La Belle Espagfiole. Also foot: 
pads recurred, requiring in 1783 
Patrols of horse and foot for the pro- 
tection of the patrons. A troupe of 
Performing dogs in the next year is 
said to have brought in £10,000. 
Miss Romanzini sang her ballads 
there and grew famous. The Duke 
and Duchess of York attended in 
1792, and in the first year of the new 
}wzentury. that. enjoyed considerable 
fame as the nineteenth one Master 
Carey appeared as Rolla in Sheri- 
dan’s ‘‘Pizarro’’—a favorite part in

thony Absolye, and Lord Byron's} 
Manfred. In his- list were included 
not only the Elizabethan dramatists, 
but Sheridan, Byron, Bulwer Lyt- 
ton, Browning and others more mod- 
ern, though he did not run after 
novelties. . ; 

In short, he was a remarkable man 
to match his. remarkable achieve- 
ment. Whether the- Duke-of--Devon- 
shire and his associates can find 
another to turn the trick is a.ques- 
tion. When Phelps left Sadler’s 
Wells it was taken over by.a lady 
named Lucette who intended te de- 
vote it to light-opera. Within ten 
years it had become a skating rink, 
and in 1871 it staged « prize fight. 
Only a little later, schowever, Mrs. 
Bateman, who had just turned over 
the Lyceum to Henry Irving, rebuilt 
the house and started it on another 
era of comparative respectability. 

Origin of the Name 

Back of Phelps and since the rec- 
ord of Sadler’s Wells as a place of 
amusement extends over something 
like two and a half centuries with 
spectacular’ ups and downs. It 
seems that in 1683 a surveyor of 
highways named Sadler erected on 
the site of the present theatre an

Later the situation could not be 
stated so mildly. In 1712 it is re- 
corded that ‘‘a cruel and barbarous 
murther was committed on Thursday 
might et Sadier's Musick House 
near Islington, on the body of Mr. 
Waite, a Lieutenant of a Man o’ War, 
by one Mr. French, a lawyer of the 
Tempile,* and it is further recorded 
that the place has become a ‘“‘great 
resort of strolling damsels, half-pay 
officers, peripatetic tradesmen, tars, 
butchers and others musically in- 
clined.”’ 


Presently the Wells was so impor- 
tant a part of the life of the town 
that Hogarth immortalized the scene 
in a corner of one of his works— 
the one entitled “‘Evening."’ For to 
Sadier’s Wells the ladies of the eve- 
ning of that day repaired. In 1744 
—or just one hundred years before 
good Samuel Phelps came along with 
Shakespeare—the Grand Jury of Mid- 
dlesex reported the place asa ‘‘resort 
of loose and disorderly people,’’ and 
about the same time the vicinity be- 
came infested with footpads who were 
apt to relieve the amusement seekers 
of their purses. As a measure of 
precaution link boys were employed 
to light them safely home. 

Between 1745 and 1755 a man 





Shakespeareans played—though by 
that time it had been several times 
altered and enlarged. Rosomon's 
building endured, in fact, till Mrs. 
Bateman rebuilt the theatre in 1879 
for her venture, launched with ‘“‘Rob 
Roy.” However, Mrs. Bateman at 
the-moment is more than a hundred 
years ahead of us in the chronology 
of Sadier’s Wells. 


A Haunt of Grimaldi 


After Rosomon died no less a: per- 
son than Sarah Siddons—through her 
shadowy husband—was part owner 
ot the resort which Fanny Burney 
thought little short of scandalous. 
Another part owner was Tom King, 
who was the original Sir Peter 
Teazie; stili another was Dibdin. 
Reflecting more: immediate giory on 
the place is the fact that here in 
1781 first appeared upon any stage 


the world’s most famous clown— 
whose bi phy was written by 
Dicke joseph Grimaldi. He was 


the son of Giuseppe Grimaldi, al- 
ready mentioned, and his birth is 
registered at the Church of 8t. Cle- 
ment Danes in the Strand in the 
year 1778, so he made his bow to 
the public at 3 years old. His con- 
nection with Sadler’s Wells extended 


those days. He was a descendant, 
not quite canoni- 
cally, of an illus- 
trious house. As 

‘-a@ youth he was a 
song writer and 
responsible for 
“Sally in Our ab 
ley,"* and when he 
grew up he was 
the great trage- 
dian Edmund 
Kean. . 

It continued to 
be a mixed com- 
pany, that of Sad- 
ler’s Wells— 
mixed, but not 
without distinc- 

. tion. Pony races 
were shown there 
in the second year 
-of. the century; 
the strong man 
known as the Pat- 
agonian Samson 
was the attraction 
in the third. 
Then the place 
was provided with 
a tank,-: like the 
Hippodrome, and 
went in for aquat- 
ic spectacles — 
“The Battle of the 
Nile’’ and such. 
These were the 
days before that 
bluff sailor, after- 
ward William IV., 
became King. Wii- 
liam was a. fre- 
quent visitor and 
it was not at all 
uncommen for 
Sadier’s Wells to 
announce an en- 
tertainment as “‘under the patronage 
of his Royal Highness the Duke of 
Clarence.”’ f 
Once real tragedy—not of the stage, 
but of life—iaid its grim touch upon 
the place with tts motley history. 
There was an alarm of fire and a 
panic and twenty-three persons were 
suffocated. On the whole it would 
be hard to find anywhere in England 
@ more variegated background in the 
theatrical past of a house selected for 
now the second time to carry on the 
torch of the Shakespearean drama,

We have already spoken of Gri- 
maldi’s farewell. After him came 
‘Laura Bell, greatly admired as a 
dancer; and late in the. 1830's Junius 
Brutus Booth, on one of his periodic 
returns from America, played an en- 
gagement at the theatre. But the 
‘place had lost prestige after the re- 
tirement of Grimaidi and, as has 
been said, enjoyed a very low repu- 
tation, indeed, when Phelps took it 
over from the performing horses. 
According to some, though that 
part of the record is not authenti- 
cated, the history of the place as a 
resort for entertainment -reaches 
back to the time of Shakespeare

OR the first time in history the 
architects of all civilized coun- 
tries are to bring together 
their work in a single expo- 

sition. No undertaking of such 
scope and importance has ever before 
been attempted. Appropriately, this 
first exposition in which the builders 
of the New World will stand on equal 
ground with those of the Old World 
is to be held here. It opens to- 
morrow in Grand Central Palace, and 
wilt continue on view to the public 
‘until May 2. 

Perhaps the most striking fact 
about the event is the casual way in 
which this unprecedented recognition 
of American equality in design is ac- 
cepted by architects. The shades of 
traditional French authority, of 
Brahmin conservatism, of foreign 
academism are not invoked! With 
the utmost sang-froid and unconcern 
the Américan designers have invited 
their professional brethren of Europe 
to a friendly rivalry of achievement. 

Europe Watches Us 

The exposition is officially known 
as the Architectural and Allied Arts 
Exposition. New York is the fitting 
scene of the great builders’ show, be- 
cause the eyes of Europe’s_ archi- 
tects are on the structural exploits 
of the United States. It is here, ex- 
perts aipree, that the most significant 

‘igs have been done in the 
building’ rt. - The interest of foreign 
architect; ' in the achievements of 
America’: ‘future has never- before 


Architecture here is beginning to 
give form to the structure and 
standards of American life. Sensa- 
tionalism and excessiveness are a 
thing of the past. Simplicity, 
strength, feeling are the watchwords 
of today’s designers, and the re- 
sults in, practice point to a genuinely 
mative style. So the architects’ 
show will be also a ‘‘showdown’” be- 
tween the craftsmen of Europe and 
our own, enlivened by a mutual re- 
spect that would have been impossi- 
ble even ten years ago. 

In addition to the splendid oppor- 
tunity for comparative study of in- 
ternational architecture, the exposi- 
tion will give each part of the coun- 
try a chance to make its bow to the 
others. The style of Southern’ Cali- 
fornia will rub elbows with that of 
Maine. This will be one of the most 
instructive phases of the exposition, 
for the reason that it will direct at- 
tention to the causes of differences 
in domestic architecture.

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IN THE HIDDEN GARDENS OF MANHATTAN 


Cultivation of Backyards Yields a 
Variety of Flowers and Also 
Some Vegetables

HE solemn silence is broken 

only by an elevated train. 

The family sits hushed about 

the board. All eyes are on 
the coyered dish. Father rises. There 
is a little flurry of anticipation. He 
lifts the cover; a united sigh is 
raised in ecstasy. The family has 
come to the crucial moment of the 
annual rite of serving the bean—the 
indubitable bean grown in the garden 
of a Manhattan back yard. 

That, however, comes later in the 
season. About this time of year the 
talk is of bulbs and pansies and 
spading and the mysteries of mulch 
and irrigation. In unsuspected gar- 
dens of New York valiant optimists 
labor indefatigably for whole min- 
utes on end with tiny rakes and hoes 
bought at toy shops ostensibly for 
mythical little nephews. For there 
is this about the gardens of Man- 
fhattan, aside from the fact that they 
hide their blooms and beans between 
long rows of brick and stone: the 
New. Yorker is reluctant to do any- 
thing for himself that he can hire 
others to do. He does not vaunt 
like his suburban brother, but spades 
furtively, like a bootlegger. He has 
no choice, for the trade of gardener 
seems to have perished from the 
island. If the gardener is gone, the 
garden is not. 

You must look for it, but it is still 
there, even to the annual bean 
raised from a seed bought in a 
pharmacy or a department store or 
a Columbus Avenue plumber. There 
are even seed stores among the 
antique shops of Madison Avenue. If 
morning-giories were edible, or sweet 
peas or hydrangeas or ramblers, 
there would be more feasts. But, 
acre for acre, neither the - formal 
English gardens nor those of Japan 
can show more lore or more intensive 
interest.

That is, acre for acre of net gar- 
den surface. Manhattan gardens are 
scattered, but the greatest number 
are strung along a belt running up 
the middle east side, and the rest 
are scattered as idly as the stars all 
the way to Spuyten Duyvil. From 
the Thirties to the Eighties or there- 


each year over little plots of green 
and, fixing a hypnotic eye, murmur, 
“Grow, drat you, grow!" even as 
they do in the wide open spaces of 
the city’s puriieus.

In out-of-the-way corners of 
the town the house-hunter may ob- 
ject that the rent for identical quar- 
ters only two doors away is $20 less. 
The janitor raises his very superior 
nose and directs it toward the back 
yard. ‘‘We have a garden,’’ he 
says. And there it is, with a real 
fountain, like a doughnut in cement, 
and boxwood and maybe hawthorne 
and bulbs in clusters, hyacinth and 
tulip and narcissus. 

The true garden, however,: de- 
mands intimacy which janitorial 
gardening cannot supply. ‘ 
plies a. stage setting, too. There-is 
many a nook in Manhattan which 
should have gardens if it hasn’t 
(and often it has).. They are scat-

Even in Extra Place; off 
First Street, there is amid the tene- 
ment litter a trace of the days when 
the Bowery lived up to its name. 
At that period, a century ago, the

The Garden Belt 


Gas or no gas, miracles of city 
gardening are done there, and they 
are duplicated all along the town’s 
garden belt. Job’s tears droop in 
demonstration in Union Square, but 
elsewhere sunflowers raise glorious 
faces heavenward and women in 
sunbonnets beam at them. Here you 
have not the window box, nor the

quarter—an oi graystone mansion, 
Manhattan’s.most ancient, with two 
peaked wings and a Colonial en- 
trance, looking a bit lonely and not 
even acknowledging the bows of the 
great brown gas tanks or the up- 
start garage which has set itself 
next door. It is not the town's only 
house preserving older manners and 
sweet william. Till a year or so ago 
there was another in Harlem with 
a whole block of gardens, fruit, 
flowers and vegetables, and chick- 
ens, too; but where the Watt es- 
tate used to be there is now a school. 
Near the Sixty-first Street mansion 
a farm flourished only a season or 
two back. it ran from Sixty-sev- 
enth Street to Sixty-eighth, between 
First and Second Avenues. Now it 
is a playground and a single tree 
must stand for a forest in what was 
once Jones’s Wood. 

In these East Sixties, however, the 
backyard surviyes or is elaborated, 
and there are even hardware stores 
that carry garden tools. New 
York's flowers cling to the side 
streets, but when once a garden is

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-IN OLD CANTON REVOLUTION IS A HABIT 


The “Rebel Capital,” Fiercely Independent, Has Been a Sore Spot in China for

OME cities are never taken se- 


sive and the most unhappy 

city in China, is one of these. 
It resembles certain capitals of Bal- 
kan States or Central American re- 
publics in that it actually amuses the 
public with its sorrows. It is classed 
among the ‘‘comic opera”’ cities, al- 
though for a thousand years it has 
been the stage of riot, ‘revolution 
and tragedy. 

At this moment, having dost its 
adored chief, Sun Yat-sen, it is 
plunged into a leaderiess chaos. Dr. 
Sun, that fiery republican and first 
President of China, is dead. The fa- 
mous visionary who led the forces of 
the rebel South against the North 
is now buried, ironically eraough, in 
Peking, citadel of his enemies. 

Canton is looking about for a new 
military head; its Municipal Council 
is trying to rush improvements, with 
its suitcases ready packed for flight. 
Its citizens fill in the interregnum 
by tabor, business and anti-foreign 
demonstrations, varied by assassina- 
tions; while predatory Generals and 
their troops, estimated at 380,000 
strong, roam the fertile Kwantung 
Province, “‘hesieging’’ villages and 
“collecting taxes.’" The echoes of 
Cantonese unrest reach not only the 
unstable Government at Peking; 
they have been felt this Winter in 
the tong wars of Pell Street, New 
York. 


City Keeps Its Poise 


Yeo the outside world all this re- 
} largely a farce. Spring wars 
lik¢Sthe impending one, or revolu- 
raging down Canton's cramped 
rinths, excite no more comment 
so many baby parades at As- 
bury Park. The scene at Canton is 
regarded, even in North China, as an 
extravaganza. Why? 

For one reason, it has all the ap- 
pearance of burlesque. The tourist 
may wait days for a chance to visit 
it between uprisings. His train may 
be seized by bandits, or his steamer 
by pirates masquerading as ‘‘crew.’’ 
It is pure melodrama, the eighty- 
mile voyage from Hongkong up the 







where the pirate junks, with thuir 
tiger-striped sails, wait for the un- 
wary.

of eye and mustachio, prowling the 
deck with bayonets fixed. 

Canton itself is a spot to delight 
the whimsical librettist. Foreigners 
huddle on_a tiny island, the Sham- 
een, dodging bullets behind its ban- 
yan trees; steamers clad in barbed 
wire cruise past enormous gilded 
pleasure-junks, festooned with ltan- 
terns and clamorous with cymbals. 
Labor unions parade there at night 
with huge brass dragon-heads reared 
aloft on long green necks like so 
many giraffes; Ford cars race with 
rickshaws; soldiers do sentry-go 
with umbrellas to protect them from 
the noon-day heat, and out of the 
windows of ‘‘skyscrapers’’ one may 
look down on coolies drawing drink- 
ing water from the pea-green ooze of 
Peari River.

Ancient Earthworks Sow Used 
as Tees, Traps and Bunkers 


By CHALMERS L, PANCOAST 


prehistoric Mound Builders, 
that lost people who left be- 


_ hind no written word but only 

mysterious earthworks to re- 
mind the werld of their 
aid not know that they were help- 
ing to build the most remarkable 
golf course in the world. 
In your imagination behold a 
strange caveman people toiling under 
the Summer sun, not. driving, pitch- 
ing or putting golf balls, but build- 
ing unds to protect themselves 
against the attacks of a hostile tribe 
and erecting sacred enclosures of 





_earthworks wherein to perform mys- 


tic, rites and superstitious § cere- 
monies, or perhaps great sporting 
events. like the Olympic games of 
today. 

On: the ruins of one of these 
ancient citadels or temples the 
Mound Builders’ Country Club of 
Newark, Ohio, has constructed an 


* eighteen-hole golf course—a monu- 


ment reviving the memory of a van- 
ished race. 

More human labor has been ex- 
pended on the Mound Builders’ 
course than on any other golf course 
in the world. It would take thou- 
sands of men several years in this 


‘ day and age to duplicate by hand the 


elaborate earthworks left by the lost 
trace. The earth for the mounds 
that now serve as hazards, bunkers, 
traps, tees and bowls was carried in 
animal skin bags—this thought is 
from Beggs, a Mound Builder golfer 
—and deposited to form a perfect cir- 
cle, an octagon, paraliel walls and 
mounds. 


Extent of the Earthworks 


A ‘book, entitled ‘‘The Mound 
Builders?’ published in 1879, de- 
seribes the Newark earthworks as 
the most elaborate and complicated 
of all the works of that ancient 
people. They are situated upon a 
plateau elevated from thirty to fifty 
feet abéve the bottom land bordering 
a stream. 

There is a perfect circle mound a 
half mile in circumference, with 
perpendicular walls five feet. in 
height and eight to ten feet im width. 
ft is- connected by two parallel 
mounds, 200 feet in length, with a 
large octagonal mound having eight 
openings, a ‘‘sentinel mound’’ guard- 
ing each of the entrances. The oc- 
tagon contains about fifty acres, and 
the gateways are fifteen feet across. 

Archaeologists have advanced 
many explanations of the pur- 
poses of the mounds, One thinks 
that the form and the location indi- 
cate that they were not erected for 
military purposes. By most inves- 
tigators the mounds have been 
called ‘‘sacred enclosures.’’ The level 
mounds where once mystic rites were 
held.

Some of the reasons given to prove 
that the enclosures -were used for 
religious ceremonies are the small di- 
mensions of circle and octagon, the 
finding of altars within the en- 
closures, and the slightness of the 
walls of the octagon and the parallel 
mounds.

The giant trees in the 
mounds prove the works to be very 
old. Surely no trees grew while the 
enclosures were occupied—it was 
only when they had been deserted 
that a dense growth of forest could 
spring up. The mounds were in the 
midst of a deep wilderness when the 
early pioneers discovered them. 
From giant cave men, sun-wor- 
shipers. and mystery men to gayly 
decked white-knickered, wool-hosed, 
white-shirted golfers is a step ages 
long. Today, golfers tee from sev- 
eral mounds on which human sacri- 
fices may have been offered to 
heathen gods.

The basic fact in Canton’s story 
is the zest for change and adventure 
which distinguishes the mercantile 
community from the stagnant vil- 
lages of feudal lords and peasants.

Like Venice, it was a belligerent city 
of merchants and seafarers who 
fought and intrigued to keep their 
wealth from the preying war lords 
of the North. 

Canton has areiies against. all 
the Chimese ruling families in turn, 
and several times won complete in- 
dependence under a Southern dynasty 
of its own. Likewise, it has bitterly 
fought foreign aggression. It was 
the last to surrender to the Tartar 
hordes of Genghis Khan; and in

German Interest 

“Other nations, of course, are 
cooperating splendidly with us.

There at the present 
moment a large exhibition of Amer- 
ican architecture is being shown. 

Sharing in this exhibition are about 
eighteen American architects, each 
of whom has contributed designs of 
one big building and other examples 
of his work. The exhibition will 
travel from town to town through- 
out Germany, and will be exhibited 
under the best possible conditions. 
We hear of widespread interest in it 
among the German people as well as 
among builders and artists.”’ 

A prominent foreign exhibit from 
Stockholm is to be the King’s 
Tower, sixteen stories high., Swe- 
den’s only skyscraper. The effect is 
decidedly New York of a few years 
ago. The King’s Tower is said to 
be the highest office Wuilding in 
Europe. 

One feature of the traveling exhibi- 
tion in Germany, mentioned by Mr. 
Bossom, is a series of drawings by 
Hugh Ferris, American, showing 
the ‘effect of the New York zon- 
ing laws upon building masses. 
The Germans have been much taken 
by the ‘‘Assyrian’’ feeling of our get- 
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back type of building, and have 
evolved some bizarre designs showing 
its influence. 

England will send many exhibits 
and distinguished representatives. 
One of the British delegates is Sir 
Edwin Landseer Lutyens,\ architect 
of notable structures in London and 
of the Government buildings at 
Delhi, India. He will receive the 
gold medal of the American Institute 
of Architects, the highest award 
made by the institute. 

A recent English work that has 
elicited the enthusiasm of American 
connoisseurs of architecfure is the 
Liverpool Cathedral, designed by Sir 
Gilbert Scott. It Js a ‘singularly 
modern adaptation of the English 
cathedral type, and can hardly fail 
to arouse much discussion in view 
‘| of the public interest in our own 
Cathedral of St. John the Divine. 

Another recent English structure, 
this time by an American architect, 
is Bush House, London, the work of 
Harvey W. Corbett. A sculptural

the end of a long filament springing 
from his head. 

Here is an inexhaustible field for 
those with the desire to know “‘how” 
and “‘why.’’ These incredible crea- 
tures, painfully secured from their 
eerie, horizonless world, would be 
beyond the inventive power of the 
wildest imagination. Every strange 
development and adaptation has its 
reason and fits into the intricate plan 
of multitudinous life. It remains 
for the scientist to piece toge 
the fragments of fact which he 
giean. 

Already in my wireless dispatches 
to THe Times have been briefly de- 
scribed the high-lights of our finds 
brought up from the depths of the 
Sargasso in these weeks of prelimi- 
nary work. Of them, and of the 
work of finding and studying them, 
I shall write more fully later. 

As indicated above, it is our ex- 
pectation to return to the Sargasso

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EUROPE, 1914-1925

TANDING in the heart of the 
Arizona desert nine ~ miles 
south of Tucson is the beauti- 
ful and historic old Mission of 
San Xavier del Bac. Not only is 
it one of the earliest of our mis- 
sions, having been founded sixty 
years before any of those in Cali- 
fornia, but it is considered the best 
example of mission architecture in 
the country. 
Because of its eruciform plan and 
its .elaborate vaulting and mauy 
graceful arches, it stands unique 
among missions. Its walls, too, are 
strangely beautiful with the .softly 
blended colors of exquisite frescoes, 
believed to be the work of an artistic 
monk, a pupil of Francisco Eduardo 
Tresfuerras, the ‘‘Michael Angelo of 
Mexico."’ 
With its graceful towers ~and 
domes reaching up into'a sapphire 


Bac stands white and glistening in 
the dazzling sunshine, in strange 
contrast to its surroundings of sand 
and greasewood and the quaint mud 
huts of the Papago village. Far 
across the desert the music of its 
bells may be heard calling the In- 
dian to service. ‘ 
Standing in the brilliant sunlight 
of the peaceful little plaza, one finds 
it difficult to visualize the desperate 
early-day hardships which the old 
mission has so magnificently sur- 
vived. A drowsy stillness pervades 
all. Tho ageless prickly pear cacd 
stand against the weathered wall; 
fragrant oleanders. and hundred-leaf 
roses bloom in profusion; a china- 
berry tree stirs in the faint breeze; 
over the wall a lizard creeps, cau- 
tiously peering about. Silence, save 
for the repressed shouts of the 
brown Papago school children, who 
are suddenly stilled by the impera- 
tive clapping of a nun’s hands. 

At the time San Xavier was found- 
ed Bac was a flourishing -Indien 
village. An imexhaustible spring of 
clear water bubbled there, moking 
the settlement a grateful oasis, <A 
prehistoric ruin showed that it was 
the site of: a former civilization. The 
Jesuits had pushed northward from 
Mexico in their work among the in- 
dians and, besides missions in New 
Mexico, ‘had founded a tiny adobe 
mission ai Guevavi, near the present 
border town of Nogales. The Papago 
Indians sent a delegation to Father 
Kino, whose headquarters were at 
Dolores, in Sonora, requesting him 
to found a mission at Bac. Accord- 
ingly, in 1692 he set forth across 
the burning sands of the desert, the 
first white man to visit the country 
since Coronado’s expedition. 


Attacked by Indians 


The pious padres visited these mis- 
sions regularly from Dolores in the 
diocese of*Durango, tramping over 
the parching desert, often suffering 
greatly from lack of water and 
scarcity of food. In 1750 the Pima 
Indians revolted and plundered the 
mission at Bac. the- priest then in 
charge escaping. Two years later a 
presidio was established at: Tubac, 
twenty_miles away, for the protection 
of the Christian Indians at San 
Xavier and its visitas and rancherias. 
The Apaches, warlike and cruel. 
made frequent attacks upon the 
more peaceful Indians, and in 1776 
the presidio wag removed to Tucson, 
only nine miles from Bac. A strong 
adobe wall was built about the en- 
tire settlement, Tucson thus being 
the only walled town in the United 
States. 

P San Xavier is a perfect Latin 
cross. This cruciform plan of con- 
struction, the elaborate vaulting, 
great dome on pendentive and the 
glitter of gold, the color, the statues 
and frescoes in the interior, bespeak 
the Byzantine influence, while the 
Moorish effect is seen in the domes. 
arches and windows. The belfrics 
and towers were inherited.from Mex- 
ico, as well.as the complicated Carv- 
ing of the Aztec. These influences 
combined with the native Mexican 
and Indian craving for brilliant color

The ‘Franciscans completed the 
mission in 1797 and it was used 
through a number of peaceful years 


abandoned. In 1810 revolutions ‘in 
Mexico cut off the missions from aid 


aionaries of control of the missions, 
which became the property of the 
State. Mexico became a republic, 
but there were other revolutions 
and soon not a Franciscan priest re- 
mained. Most of the missions dis- 
appeared-—crumbled away. For years 
San Xavier remained deserted, a 
prey to the Apaches. The religious 
Papagoes carried some of the treas- 
ures to their little huts and guarded 
rthem carefully. 

When, after the Gadsen Pur- 
nase, San Xavier became the prop- 
erty of the United States, Arizona 
was put in the diocese of Santa Fé, 
N. M. A priest _was sent by Bishop 
Lamy to Arizona to report on the 
condition of missions there. Upon 
his arrival the Indians rushed to the 
mission, bearing with them the 
treasures they had so faithfully 
guarded. And again the long-silent 
bells rang across the sage-brush, 
welcoming the visiting priest and 
calling the Indians to worship. They 
brought. their children to be bap- 
tized. Haltingly they were able to 
repeat the prayers and mass they 
had learned so many years before. 
They had protected their beloved 
church as best they could from the 
raids of the Apaches and San Xavier 
del Bac was the only mission \in 
Arizona not completely in ruins. 


Old Buildings Restored 


In 1895 the Franciscans again took 
over the old mission. Several years 
later, fearing for its safety, they be- 
gan to restore it. Without chafiging 
it, except in a minor way, they re- 
inforced the building throughout, 
taising the falien parts and plaster- 
ing it completely on the outside. Ad- 
ditional dormitory and class-room 
wings were built to the right and in 
the rear, forming a. spacious patio. 
A cloister was incorporated and a 
gateway in the rear built to replace 
the defensive wail then in ruins. . So 
closely were the old cutgand photo- 
graphs followed that one can not tell 
today where the old part ends and 
the new begins. 
Thus San Xavier del Bac looks to- 
day as it did at its dedication by the 
Franciscans in 1797, its great dome 
rising majestically between the two 
towers—one of them never finished. 
The interior of the church is divided 
by the transepts into an apse and a 
nave, forming two chapels, on either 
side. Over the entrance is the choir

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ANGLERS GRATEFUL TO THE BEAVER 


By PHILIP COAN 

HE return of beaver to the 

~~, Adirondacks has disturbed in 
odd ways the delicate balance 

of the wilderness. Trails used 

by the Summer hiker have been 
barred by the beaver’s ponds, for in- 
stance. In some spots, not shown on 
the Geologica} Survey map, water 
gleams ahead, still and deep, with 
stumps and standing trees in it. A 
detour through the brush brings the 
traveler to the ,dam of mud and 
branches, over which he must cross. 

The beaver, who builds to keep the 
water high in his own back yard, does 
not trouble to provide a dry footway 
across his dam. At every step one’s 
shoes are apt to fill, and one miay 
even skid off the slope of wet clay 
and sticks. The excursionist who 
finds the trails of a few years ago 
thus broken, or who, worse still, trav- 
els a trail running for some distance 
along the edge of a recently risen 
pond, with occasional wet places in 
the hollows, is apt to lose his en- 
thusiasm for the preservation of our 
most gifted four-footed mechanic. 

He will find others to join him in 
complaint against the beaver. The 
ljumberman and the forest conserva- 
tionist, thdugh they may not hold 
alike in all things, agree that the 
chisel teeth of the dam builder cut 
down valuable growing trees, and 
sometimes pretty thick ones. 

But not all the testimony is 
against the beaver. Some of the fre- 
quenters of the woods give him an 
excellent character. It all depends 


on how he affects their own pur- ‘ 


suits. One of the beaver’s best 
friends is the fisherman, and the 
fisherman in turn speaks for the 
fish. The beaver, besides being a 
lumberman and a constructing en- 
gineer, is something of a fish cul- 
turist. 

The ponds that he sets in the 
course of each small brook offer 
commodious homes for more and 
larger trout than ever could have 
found swimming room in the original 
trickle of water. The beaver plays 
the same part in the life of the 
small-brook trout that the digger of 
oil wells plays in that of the strug- 
gling farmer out on the sun-baked 
prairie. He changes hard times into 
boom times almost overnight. If the 
happy trout can keep out of the 
beaver’s clutches—and the beaver 
seems to prefer the flavor of birch 
bark to that of the finest fish that 
swims—his future is assured. He 
will have plenty of water to live in, 
plenty of fish food and room in 
which to grow as big as he likes. 


Dams Last a Long Time. 


By and by the beaver tribe may ex- 
haust the bark supply in its imme- 
diate neighborhood,, and decide to 
move on and build a new Deaver 
Venice somewhere else. The trout 
does not mind. His four-footed 
friends leave the old pond behind, 
and that is all he wants. The aban- 
doned dam may last for years before 
it subsides altogether. Even after 
no trace of it remains, the site of 
the old pond, converted into a grassy 
meadow with a winding stillwater 
loitering through it and ancient 
stumps and logs strewn about the 
depths, will continue to harbor trout 
for many a day. Some of the beaver 
meadow lieft by  long-vanished 
beaver colonists still supply favorite 
fishing grounds far ‘up toward the 
heads of little streams. 

In the past few years the trowel- 
tails have multiplied rapidly in many 
parts of the Adirondacks, thanks to 
the long period of immunity from 
human interference that they have 
enjoyed. They have been improving 
thousands of acres of swamp, ac- 
cording to their own peculiar notions 
of land utilization. New beaver 
ponds abound. Each season the 
tripper finds them, where ferns and 
thickets flourished the year before. 
It does not take long for some of 
these new ponds to develop a large 
population of healthy trout. The rule 
at first is that the fish run small. 
Though they seem to find plenty to 
feed and grow on, a two-pounder is 


not developed in a day, nor in a year, 
for that matter. As time runs on, if 


and fishermen. ‘The trout of the 
beaver ponds are for the most part 
still small; but they are growing. 
Whether these fish increase their 
inches at the expense of the larvae 
of the redoubtable Adirondack mos- 
quito is a point that might well be 
studied. The swamps before the busy 
|dam builders flooded them bred mos- 
quitos in abundance. Such swamps 
doubtless contain many watery spots 
ideal for the purposes of the parent 
|mosquito and quite inaccessible to 
fish. When flooded they seem 
rather less to abound in mosquitos 
than do similar areas not yet covered 
with water. - The fish in. the beaver 
ponds certainly find something *to 
feed them, whether it be young mos- 
quitos or not. 
Incidentally, these trout are not to 
be had by rocking-chair methods. 
He who prefers to find his sport from 
the cane-bDacked seat of a boat pro- 
pelled by a guide will have to change 
his tactics if he hopes to succeed in 
the beaver waters. His manner of 
locomotion will be on foot, when not 
on all fours. If he wears very high 
boots he may not go in over the top 
of them, and he may not tear holes 
in them while climbing over, under 
and through piles of dead tree rub- 
bish, but these and other evils may

The beaver pond 
supplies, in fact, an experience that 
even the most thoroughly seasoned 
seeker of trout will confess to find- 
ing different from any in his recol- 
lection. 

A hustler and a meddler, the 
beaver in his rapid restoration has 
disturbed many of the people anc 
things of the wooas. ‘rhe fisherman. 
on the other hand, is by no means 
the only one whom he benefits. Now 
that the renewed abundance of 
potential pelts warrants a brief open 
season for beaver, the native woods. 
man regains one of his old occupa- 
tions, and with it chances of consid- 
erable addition to his moderate in- 
come. He and some, at least, of the 
anglers will no doubt vote in the 
affirmative, if the question of the 
beaver’s right to live in the Adiron-

Caesar is orig- 
inal because of the purity and 
strength of his organism, its freedom 
from characteristics and actions not 
its own. He appears to illustrate quali- 
ties that-we label -as generosity, cyni- 
+.cism, clemency, poetic idealism, .prac- 
tical .shrewdness, but -these qualities 
are only. instances of the inevitable 
ctioning of his nature, and we may 
praise them as much as we like so 
long as we recognize them for their 
natural rightness... They are forms of 
hiclogical intelligence. It is. to secure 
this end that Shaw has. arranged 
Caesar’s speeches and actions in a 
sequence so baffling. One minute 
Caesar is what we call elevated, 
poetic, generous, thé next he is what 
we call hard, cruel, prosaic. You sit 
and chthis man and: wonder what 
to of ‘him; just as you. thought 
him good and great*he is something! 
else, just as you said he was a lover, 
a poet,, you find him a cynic and a 
politician and the next moment an 
orator. 
The purpose of this method jis to, 
keep you from sticking sweet: labels 
over Caesar and making him® a. goody 
hero in your own evasive style.. Shaw 
wants to keep him strong’in his own 
nétare, free of cant, of crystallized 
he wants to force us to 
swatch life freely and strongly express- 
Ing itself, to“watch greatness as it 
derjves from complete acit-exenciae, 
vitality and power.

Taps Stirs ‘PreWar Echoes. 
of “Anti- -Militarism Revolt 





presentation of *Taps” in which. 
Lionel Barrymore and Irene Fen- 
wick opened at the * Broadhurst 
Theatre on Tuesday evening, Was a. pro- 
duction: of this celebrated play in which 
its’ merits had a charicé to démonstrate 
themiselves. Hitherto war <dlouds and 
political storms have colored its appear- 
ances, and it has beén judged in every 
light. but ‘that “in which its author ‘was 
\“interested—that of good theatre, 
Franz Adam Beyerlein, author of the 
‘drama, was born in Austria. He found 
himself an anti-militarist and a radical, 
with his views creeping into his work, 
and it was with a feeling of regard 
for his personal safety that upon ‘con- 
ceiving the idea for ‘Taps’ (‘‘Zapfen- 
atreichen’’) he decided to make its locale 
Germany and not Austria. The scene 
Was thus declared to be the barracks 
of: a squadron of .the ‘ Twenty-fitth 
Uhilans, stationed in Alsace, not far from 
the border and the great French fort- 
tess of Belfort.

“Rosenmontag,”’ had. already | enraged 
the -military, authorfties,..and ‘Taps’ 
was the last straw: (it was instantly 
’ gecognized. as a powerful afraignment 
of the.Continental military caste, with a 
particulariy telling criticism ‘of the rigid 
social barriers existing. between commis- 
gioned and non-commissioned officers. 
It would have been possible to ban the 
play, but it had been hailed by the. re- 
viewers as a work of literary excellence, 
and it would not do for a Goverament’ 
which above all others claimed to be a 
patron of the arts, to show-itself:to be 
@ persecutor of a talented creator, And 
so a blundering solution was arrived at: 
otficers were forbiddén to attend per- 
formances, What the reason behind this 
order could have been is a mystery; 
possibly, it was believéd that only of- 
ficers would appreciate the artistic value 
of the play, which to others would seem 
Merely seditious. At all events, it was 
the ‘privates. to whom its message, if 
any, was addressed. 

At any rate, the suecess of the play 
Was assured if there had been any -pre- 
vious doubt about it, and capacity audi- 
ences were the rule wherever and when- 
ever it was presented, Austria and Ger-; 
Many soon found many.of their theatres 
including the play in their repertoires. 

‘The fame of “Taps” spread past the 
borders of Austria and Germany, and 
even in Paris, which still rankied with 
memories of 1870, it achieved 100 con- 
gecutive performances, It found its way 
also to London, and was produced there 

‘at the Waldorf Theatre by George B. 
McLellan, Utider the title of. “Lights 
Out,” and was a tremendous success. 
The premiere of that ‘production oc- 
turred on Oct. 25, 1905, and there were 
mary distinguished names in its cast.

UNITARIANS TO CELEBRATE: 
. CENTENARY OF FELLOWSHIP 





Interpretation of ‘Evolution. the iccdiet Thing Ahead’ 
of Them Spiritually, Says One of Their Spokes. 
-men—Famous Members of the Faith | 


rian Association will hold their 
centenary celebration at the Town 

Hall (on the ‘evening of April 22 
under the auspices of the Metropoli- 
tan: Conference .of* Unitarian and Other 
Liberal Churches. The Chairman of 
the meeting’ will be Dr. Samuel A. 
Eliot,. President of the American‘ Unita- 
rian Association,-and other speakers wil) 
be the Rev. Charles Francis Potter of 
the, West Side Unitarian Church, “New 
York; the, Rey. Prestén Bradley of 
' Chicago, ana Glehn Frank of New York.. 


“The interpretation of -organic: evolu- 
tion is the ‘largest‘ thing ahead of us 
spiritually,’ ‘said Mr. Potter, who. will 
urge reconciliation of Christianity with 
the modern: spirit in his address. By 
reason of its background .and tradition 
American ‘Unitaridnism Claims a ‘pecu- 
liar fitness for this task, its ministers 
pointing to the fact that an attempt to 
keep pace with intellectual and scien- 
tific progress has distinguished the view- 
point of their Church from its very be- 
ginning.’’ 

For a century this attitude has brought 
down accusations of “‘heresy’’ and “‘non- 
‘Christianity’’ upon the American Unita- 
rian Association, which traces’ its origin 
to the ‘club of some twenty-five liberal 
minded and’ public-spirited .citizens,’’ or- 
ganized for. social’ and. philanthropic 
purposes in Boston in 1825, following 
their~separation' from New England 
Congregationalism, The association now 
has a membership of more than 100,000. 


Spiritual Message of Evolution. 

The Unitarian position was clearly 
stated in the earliest days of the. move- 
fhent by Dr William Ellery Channing. 

“If: after a deliberate and impartial 
use’ of our best faculties,’’ said Dr. 
Channing, ‘‘a professed revelation seems 
to us plainly to disagree with itself. or 
to clash. with great principles which we 
cannot. question, we ought not to hesi- 
tate to withhold from it our beliéf. I 
am surer that my rational nature is 
from God. than that any book is an 
expression of His will. This light.in my 
‘own breast is His, primary revelation, 
and All subsequent ones ‘must accord 
with it, and. afe in (fact inténded to 
Blend with and brighten it.’’ ae 

“Unitarians are: ready to spread the 
spiritual message of evolution,’’ explains 
the, Rev. Dr. Potter, ‘‘because it is“a 
vital part of their inheritance. It might 
be said that they have been brought up 
on it: Darwin, himself, and the mem- 
bers of his family -were Unitarian. 
Another Unitarian, John ’ Fiske, the 
great American. historian, was the 
apostle of evolution in the United States. 
In his. lectures and writings he was the 
first to interpret to the American pegple. 
the new cosmic philosophy as outlined 
by, Spencer, 7*uxley and Darwin.” 

Dr. Potter holds. that Unitarianism 
with its emphasis on pure intellect has 
been the natural religion of the scien- 
tist. He points to Priestly, the dis- 
coverer of oxygen; Charles P. Stein- 
metz, the electrical genius; Luther Bur- 
bank, the plant wizard, and many others 
with a similar understanding of nature’s 
laws,. as devout adherents to the liberal- 
ity of Unitarian belief and practice. 

Members in Hall of Fame. 

Ellsworth Huntington, Ph. D., of Yale 
University, in conclusions baséd on a 
acientific study of factors in Ameritan 
éminencé, contends that ‘“‘the produc- 
tivity ‘of the Unitarians -in supplying 
leaders of the first rank has been about 
150 times as great as that of the re-

mainder of the population, while that’ 


Unitarian ministers has been nearly 
900 times as great.”

Use of Endocrine Treatment. 


The backbone of all this health work 
lies in the frequent medical examina- 
tions given to every, one of the. 7,000 
ndicapped children who attend the ten 
schools the society. maintains in New 
York, -Here children wha cannot thrive 

out country air are. discdvered, 
Thbse’ who ‘‘cannot° take hold,” as it 
wéte,. of their studies are afforded spe- 
celal lunches and other necessary care. 
If this treatment does not bring a child 
up to normal, he or she is sent to oné of 
the country homes. Preventive work in 
keeping the city’s childhood healthy and 
happy is a big part of the sagen 2 
many-sided job. 

One of the newest discoveries of tail 
is being today put te the test, success- 
fully, by this organization. This is the 
endocrine treatment, or, as many know 
it, the thyroid gland treatment. Within 
thé last five years medical science has 
discovered a direct relation between the 
ductless' glands and mental development. 
Too active or too sluggish glands are 
held by many physicians to be directly 
responsible for good ‘or bad’ behavior. 
The society’s files are full of stories of 
boys and girls thought at one time to. be 
defective who, under the endocrine treat- 
ment, have proved to be happy, normal 
beings. 

Glan@ Disturbance and ‘Wisdaiesiaees: 


Two years ago a boy of five came un- 
der the society’s care who could not, or 
‘| wotld not, tell his name or anything élse 
about himself. He whined and cried all 
day, lying on a couch most of thé time. 
He bore every evidence of being men- 
tally defective. -He was taken to a clinic 
regularly for several months. where he 
received treatment. In six months he 
was almost a “real’’ boy. In.nine he 
was quite one. He is now bright in all 
school work. Inactive thyroid was: his 
trouble, Boys thought to be dangerously 
vicious have, often been found to be suf- 

fering from overactive glands. Under 
treatment they’ lose’ unpleasant traits 
previously -thought to be part of their 
character and settle down into well- 
behaved beings. 


“The .Children’s, Aid Society. always 
has grappled with the problem of the 
big ‘boy gone astray,’’ said Charles Lor- 
ing Brace, the society’s secretary, “‘and 
if we could have had the endocrine treat- 
ment a few decades ‘earlier we. could 
have saved many boys. years, of malad- 
justment. Gland disturbance in children 
is often caused by overstrain, mental or 
physical, on the mother before the birth 
of the: child. Naturally many families 
under our care suffer from every sort 
of worry, and .the children show it. 

‘“*A family from Europe with children 
born there and here will often show 
normal children born in their native land 
and defective children born here... The 
struggle of economic adjustment when 
made under bad conditions usually takes 
its toll. If the American-born children 
are defective because of gland disturb- 
ance the endocrine treatment in the ma- 
jority of cases will cure them, 


-°*"They may have to take the medicine 
through life to make up for a deficiency 
of. gland secretion, but that is.a simple 
matter. Our greatest problem is really 
to Anduce parents to keep on bringing 
@ child ‘to the clinic after he has. begun 
ta improve. They imagine that as soon 
as he looks normal he is all right.. Fre- 
quently, then, the child slides back.’’ y

though he was never a copyist, even: of 
Welasquez. Always, throughout his.ca- 
reer, it was his way to study very thor- 


* oughly and absorbedly the methods of

As somebody expressed it, Sargent 
‘would “paint a. renowned beauty in a 
manner that sometimes offended ..the 
friends of: the beauty—but the beauty 
won. a’ new. if’ somewhat “disturbing re- 
nown. Before, she might have been the 
talk of a coterie, now. she became the 
talk Of the aft world.’* Undoubtedly 
the power to confer this sort of celebrity 
had something to do with the prodigious 
vogue of the Sargent portrait. . Un- 
doubtedly also there is a certain quality 
in the, Sargent portrait—however . you 
rank Sargent as. artiat—which. provokes 
curiosity about the personality of. the 
original. To be*sure; Sargent painted a 
great many interesting _ peopfe—famous 
men ‘and beautiful women. But he also 
painted a great many dull,-rich persons. 
People have asked sometimes, why he 
did paint so many dull persons.. They 
have accused him of wasting his talents 
or hinted. at an inordinate desire to 
make money—he who, was so. fortanate 
as never to need'to make money. 

The fact seems to have nate that ihe 


had a principle as a craftsman that as 
a -painter it was his job to paint—as a 
portrait painter, it was his business to 
paint portraits. -By his creed, one must 
not refuse the sitter’ because making a 
gbod picture of him—or ‘her—offered a 
task of ‘special difficulty. The portrait 
painter ought to get something out of 
any person he painted. + Very often Sar- 
gent.got things which very much sur- 
prised the sitter, The fact remains 
nevertheless that his most arresting -pot- 
traits are portraits of interesting people. 


Which brings in the question: of his 
sincerity, a .thing ardently beli¢ved ‘in 
by his admirers and friends’ and ,some- 
tithes doubted by those wihfo are not so 
favorable .to h art. The following 
story bears, upon that point: .Sargent 
was painting a certain lady. As she 
appeared in terms of Sargent’s paint, 
she seemed not what her friends wished 
her to be.

It was the craftsman in him, per- 
haps, ‘which provoked Whistler to cAll 
him a‘*sepulchre of propriety.’’ 


‘ The fact that he was a man. of prop- 
erty and orderly life even when he was 
an art student set him aside. from the 
Bohemians .of thé profession and. in- 
creased their resentment at. the pronipt- 
ness.and ¢ase of his. success,....His no- 
torious facility was interpreted as super 
ficiality, and the fact that, he found 
fashionable sitters from the very begin- 
ning was called ‘‘selling himself to tne 
Ducheases.”’ 


Another point upon which these friends 
insist is his great |kindness to many 
people upon many occasions, in little 
things and big. This kindness was illus- 
trated in. his gentle dealings with his 
sister; Miss Emily Sargent, who liked to 
paint: in places like the Louvre, and ‘in 
his’ dealings with fellow-artists. ._Oné-of 
these boasts that the great Sargent-once 
tore up his. shirt to provide him with 
paint rags—his own shirt having already 
come.to the sacrifice. 


Since he was a shy man with a big 
body and the full-blooded habit, people 
were at times -afraid of the bluff. man- 
ner behind which he retired. . Like the 
English, among whom he pad spent 50 
much of his life, he was particularly 
shy of seeming *a solemn and serious 
ats about his work. Somebody said: he 
‘twas one of those men who daily for- 
get that they have ever done anything 
worth mentioning.”

The finaneial difficulties with which 


Governnient’s downfall. Poincaré found 
it necessary to boost taxes and borrow 
in New York in order to check the fall 
in the franc in March, 1924. ‘Largely 
because this policy-was unpopular he 
Was removed from office.| Yet, had 
he let the frame continue to fallf’ he 
probably could not have survived as 
‘ long as he did. Similarly, had the Her- 
riot - Administration pushed, plans for 
increased taxes or for reduced »expendi- 
tures, it would doubtless have gone the 
way of its predecessor long ‘before last 
week. 


The fall of. the Herriot Government 
Was due to the‘culmination of various 
factors, including the program against 
the Vatican. But the outstanding fac- 
tor was the unsatisfactury financial 
condition of France and the blame vis- 
ited upon the retiring Government for 
this. condition. The cards are now on 
the table, and while the situation is dis- 
turbing enough, the rumors“afid secrecy 
have beén removed and the world sees 
where France stands. ' 


It is true that confidence ‘in. France 
has received a biow as a result of the 
questionable practices indulged in by 
‘the Government and ‘the bank. Yet it 
should be reassuring that France re- 
pudiated the fiscal methods. Funda- 
mental! conditions in France appear bet- 
ter than they were a year ago. In a 
few years France will look back on the 
present happening as an event of tem- 
porary consequence, and wonder ‘why 
there seemed occasion for special con- 
cern. 


The present crisis centres around the 
fact that the Bank of France has issued 
Paper currency to the extent of about 
2.000,060,000 francs ‘more than the law 
allows, the money going largely to meet 
the needs of the Government.

The total debt of the French Govern- 
ment at the present time is about: 425,-

While index numbers 
rose from 306 to 5l4, the circulation of 
the Bank of France on the correspond- 
ing .dates rose from. 36,000,000,000 to 
about 43,000,000,000. 
The claim has been made in France 
that the increased issues of motes were 
necessary on account. of higher prikés 
which created a greater demand for cur- 
rency, and that. they. therefore are not 
to be regarded as ah evil, but as the 
means of providing business with nepded 
money. 


Prices and Increased Circulation. 


However, little credence in informed 
circles in France and elsewhere is placed 
in this contention of higher prices_as 
the cause ‘of increased circulation. 7 
the -extent. that higher prices resulted 
from credit ‘inflation there may be some 
basis for the contention that enlarged 
circulation was necessary. But the fun- 
damental reason for the new issues has 
been Government. borrowing, and the. re- 
sulting “issuance -of notes against the 
Government obligations.. These new is- 
sues of notes were the chief cause of 
higher prices.

Stronghold ef Mediévalism. 


According to the Moscow Izvestiya, 
Turkish statesmen were long ago aware 
of the fact that the Angora Assembly’s 
abolition of the Caliphate, the separation 
of Church and State, the suppression of 
the Sheriath, and so forth,. had provoked 
a ceep dissatisfaction, mainly among the 
peasants and the influeptial clergy. This 
dissatisfaction was especially strong—in 
Kurdistan, a stronghold. of medievalism 
and the natural place for counter-revo- 
lution to break out, 

The Kurds never have been incorpo- 
rated into the administrative.-organiza- 
tion of ‘the Turkish Republic. They re- 
tain their archaic tribal. organization. 

, Sheiks, the hereditary chieftains, wield 
an ‘enormous authority based mainly on 


the religious law; they are small sover-.| 


eigns within their respective districts. 
In pursuing its policy of unification, the 
@ngora Government tentatively, endeav- 
ored to make the Kurds ‘pay regular 
taxes.

Sheik Beaten Off. 


The revolt started earlier than the 
time planned by Sheik Said.. On Feb. 
11 two of his frie: gs involved in the 
plot were arrested Ny the Angora au- 
thorities and in order to save them he 
had to throw off his mask and attack 
the Turkish guard. At that time Sheik 
Said was not prepared for open rebel- 
lion; . For this reason, apparently, some 


’ of his operations failed. Thus his attack 


upon Diarbekr with 5,000 of his riders 
was beaten off by the Turkish garrison. 
He had intended, according to Turkish 
newspapers,. to proclaim that city the 
€apital of Kurdistan. 

His-standing army is net so strong as 
he expected it to be. Turkish reports 
assert that it numbers scarcely more 
‘than 8,000 men. Still, Turkish garrisons 
fn the provinces do not reach,even those 
figures.

TRAVEL ABROAD REACHES. NEW. 
RECORD, SAYS PASSPORT AGENT 





HE number of American tourists 
going abroad this year will break 
all previous records, according to 
Ira F. Hoyt, Passport Agent of 
the State Department in New 

York. To handle the enormous_increase 

in passport applications Mr. Hoyt has 

opened a branch passport bureau in the 

Sub-Treasury Building,' corner of Pine 

and Nassau Streets 

The main Passport: Bureau in the Cus- 

tom House receives applications from 

native citizens, while the branch office 
takes care of those of naturalized citi- 
zens. The Passport Bureau in New 


tions .for passports. The bureau will 
have handled approximately 50,000 this 
year, actording to Mr. Hoyt, who ex- 
plained that the figures were for the 
fiscal year ended June 80. About 30 
per cent. of all: American passports are 
issued upon applications made in New 
York. 

“The big increase,’ he said, “Is due 
largely to the special rates and accom- 
modations in the. third class offered by 
the steamship companies to students’ 
and téachers’ parties.. Improved, eco- 
nomic conditions abroad also help. to 
attract. tourists.”’ j 

The Passport Bureau is geared up to 
expedite all who make applications for

* Attempted Frauds. 


In the rush of tourists officials of the 
Passport Agéncy must use the greatest 
precaution to prevent the’ perpetration 
of frauds. The bureau has to'be on 
guard particularly against. the vast 
number of American youth, who are 
Seized with wanderlust just before com- 
mencement. Schoolboys and collegians 
are now struggling for a place in the 
first rush to Europe. Some are deter- 
mined to go/at all hazards. . Describing 
One such case, Mr. Hoyt said:

Costly Massachusetts Read. 


The Massachusetts Department of Pub- 
lic Works has just announced the con- 
struction of four and one-half miles of 
“State road outside of Boston, ‘which will 

* cost $350,000, averaging more than $75,- 
000 per mile. It will replace the present 
Stoughton Turnpike between Ponkapoag 
and Stoughton. This is one of the most 
heavily traveled routes in the State be- 
cause it carries a large number of cars 
and trucks #etween Boston and Fall 
River and New Bedford, also the traffic 
between Boston and all parts of Cape 
Cod, being the most popular motoring 
route Yo the cape. , 

The road will be a combination of the 
two highest types of construction em- 
ployed upon State roads, bituminous 
macadam and cement concrete. , It is 
said» never before have these matenNals 
been combined in this way.

The New Jochen Commission appropri- 
ated $300,000 for the paving of three and 
one-half rhiles of the route nearest Al- 
pine. Arthur W. Brandt, the New” York 
Commissioner of Highways, has notified 
the New Jersey Commission that New 
York would be unable to begin actual 
construction until early next-Spring, but 
that he expects to obtain all the neces- 
sary right of way this year. The New 
Jersey section will meet the New York 
section at the boundary line. 

‘In both States rights of way for some 
sections, must be obtained: through pri- 
vate property. The Phelps estate in 
New Jersey has granted a right of way 
which will bring the highway close to 
the Palisades and make possible a. mag- 
nificent view of the Hudsdn and West- 
chester County. The Phetps trustees ‘also 
donated sufficient land for tourists to 
stop outside the right of way to view 
the scenery. 

New York’s Road Plans. 

In the new highway bill providing a 
comprehensive road map for New York 
State, recently signed .by Governor 
Smith, local politics, which cares for lit- 
tle, if anything, outside of its own pre- 
cincts, seem to be eliminated to a large 
extent. Governor Smith\showed a cér- 
rect understanding of the highway sit- 
uation of the future when he termed, 
it an engineering problem. The new map 
adds to‘the former improved State réad 
system 2,400 miles, giving to the system 
as now authorized 13,900 miles. Of this 
amount, 4,370 miles ‘are yet to be con- 
structed. Colonel. Frederick Stuart 
.Greene estimates that the State ought to 
be able to construct. zbout 400 miles, a 
year, so that the new road map will 
réquire ten years for completion.

The inffuence of the Bear* Mountain 
Bridge has been reflected in the plan to 
construct a: new State highway from the 
easterly approach of'the bridge to Bea- 
con. Several additional miles will be 
constructed this year on, the extra route 
on the east bank of the Hudson from 
New York to Albany,. which. when fin- 
ished, will make it possible for through 
traffic to. avoid. the present route. with 
its heavy congestion Gurls the Summer 
season. 


International Roads Scaticente. 


An international good roads conference 
will be held in Buengs Aires next Octo- 
ber and President Coolidge has appoint- 
ed Representative William EB, Hull of 
TNinois as the United States delegate. 
A study of roads in this country .and 
construction methods was made last year 
by a large delegation from South Amer- 
ica. Representative Hull was one of .the 
leaders in the Middle West.in advocating 
the value of good roads in rural com- 
munities. 


Pennsylvania’s Highway Department 
built a total of 1,208 miles’ of good motor 
roadway last year according to the re- 
port just made by William H. Connell, 
Chief Engineer of the department. -Of 
this amount 567 miles were of re-en- 
forced concrete road and eleven. miles of 
bituminous road on a concrete base.’ This, 
meant the use of 1,131,254 cubic yards 
of concrete, sufficient in. quantity to 
construct a wall 286 miles long; ten feet 
high and two feet thick. 


The department also erected 10,860 
cast iron danger and direction signs ‘and 
placed 173% miles of cable guard. rail. 
Pennsylvania’s system of whitewashing 
poles along highway routes ‘has been 
adopted by several other States, as it 
isa safeguard in night driving. During 
1924 the department whi ewashed 310,- 
200 poles.

ers secureg from the navy, the situation 
is expected to tighten up. 

Radio is proving an important factor 
in the equipment of the new rum-run- 
ning fleet. A special. transmitting set 
y-hich the rum-runners are having the. 
greatest difficulty picking up is now 
being turned out by the Weatern Elec- 
tric Company. ., 

Aecording to a description. given by 
radio engineers the set was designed es- 
pecially for-communication between the 
patrol boats and between the patrol 
boats and the shore stations of 50 miles 
for telephony «and 100 miles for inter- 
rupted continuous waye telegraphy. Its 
wave length range is between 100 and 
200 meters. ‘“ 
One wave length will be used for com- 
munication and the equipment may be 
operated by persons not familiar with 
radio. The controls on the receiver, 
therefore, are locked and the transmit- 
ter adjusted to a single frequency. In 
order to secure absolutely reliable and 
guarded communication the selectivity 
of the receiver is good and the. trans- 
mitting frequency held within close 
limits. . 

“Long Eange Over Water. 

The system’ consists of two main 
parts—the 50-watt coupled oscillator cir- 
cuit type. of transmitter and a super- 
heterodyne receiver. 

The primary power source is a 200 
ampere-hour storage battery which sup- 
plies the filaments of the transmitter 
and the plate circuit dynamotor. A stand- 
ard telegraph key igs used to control 
the telegraph feature of the transmitter; 
while a hand set is used for telephony. 
Separate dry or storage batteries are 
used to operate the receiver. 

‘The operating conditions demand that 
the transmitter be simple to operate, 
rugged and efficient in order to insure 
minimum drain on the storage battery. 
The most serious cause of variation is 
due to changes in the antenna capacity 
caused by the rolling of the vessel, 
which may be as great as 40 degrees 
from the vertical, The range require- 
ments are considered ‘to be satisfactorily 
met by a 50-watt transmitter. 

The ‘practical ‘operation of the set 

shows that the range over water is con- 

siderably in excess of the requirements, 
which seems to indicate that the shorter 
wave length will be = satisfactory for 

Coast Guard use in rum-chasing ser- 

vice. 


Engineers Describe the Set, 
Radio, therefore, is expected be a 
troublesome element from now on with 
the rum-runners.

Further- 
more, the required. amplification can 
readily be obtained. Such an amplifier 
requirés no stabilizing .adjustment in 
order to prevent internal oscillation. 


The set is designed ‘to operate in-con- 
nection with an outdoor antenna, but 
it is desired not to tune the antenna 
circuit in order to eliminate the addi- 
tional. tuning contfol. The radio. fre- 
quency circuit is therefore of. the sim- 
plest possible type. The coupling coil 
between the antenna and the secondary 
is mounted at the low potential end of 
the secondary coil and“as one end of 
each is connected to the ground. the 
capacity effect between them is reduced 
to a minimum. The secondary, coij is 
wound with bare copper wire spaced | 


tube. This insures a coil of very. low 
‘radio frequency resistance,-and, in’ fact, 
this is found to be practically as low as 
that. obtained with the best types of 
cellular windings, without any. support- 
ing dielectric. 

A tuned grid inductively coupled , os- 
cillator circuit is employed so that the 
tuning condenser is placed across only 
the grid coil. One side of it is thus at 
filament or ground potential, conse- 
quently eliminating the effect of the 


The rigid condenser and grid leak type 
of modulator is used because it requires 
a much smaller input on the grid for 
maximum. efficiency than the negative 
grid bias type of detector. The vacuum 
tubes used in this superheterodyne each 
require a filament current of 250 milli- 
amperes at approximately one volt. 
The filaments are connected in series, so 
that grid biasing potentials may be ob- 
tadned by the drop in potential across 
certain portions of the filament, circuit. 

The second detector is of the grid leak 
and grid condenser type. The interme- 
diate frequency. oscillator is of the tuned 
grid inductively coupled type and is ar- 
ranged so it may be turned off by means 
of a key in the plate supply. Coupling 
between the intermediate and radio fre- 
quency oscillators is reduced to the low- 
est. possible degree in order that har- 
monics of the intermediate unit will. not 
beat with the fundamental of the radio 
frequency oscillator when it,is adjusted 
over its operating range. With the in- 
termediate frequency oscillator turned 
on, beat notes will occur for only two 
dial settings, corresponding to 50 kilo- 
cycles above’and below the carrier fre- 
quency. 

Amplification is controlled \by. means 
of a potentiometer. Selectivity is great- 
est when maximum amplification is used, 
This is a desirable characteristic, be- 
cause, when a signal is so weak as to 
require maximum amplification,- a high 
degree of selectivity is also needed to 
prevent interference from strong near- 
by stations. The selectivity of this re- 
ceiver has been made intentionally less 
than can be obtained in order to be able 
to detect signals when the wave length 
changes slightly or is not absolutely

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 





lowing phenomenon: This evening 

there was a lightning storm, and, 
while the radio program was in prog- 
ress,.a flash of lightning was seen in 
the heavens and almost. immediately 
there was heard a rumbling sound in 
the loudspedker ‘andga spark of light 
about six inches long was seen in the 
rear of the set, or, rather, between the 
antenna and the ground binding post on 
the set. I shut off the radio, and even 
then the sparks took place two or three 
times thereafter. My antenna is 150 feet 
long, including the lead-in, and close to 
the lead-in is the lightning arrester. of 
an approved type. A wire runs from 
the lightning arrester te an iron waste 
pipe on the roof, which pipe runs 
through five stories of the building 
into* the ground. Can ‘you’ inform 
me whether ‘or not this is a sign 
that the lightning arrester is not 
properly attached?—A. A. L. Answer— 
The iron waste “pipe is not a good 
ground connection, and, furthermore, it 
is not as direct a path to the earth as 
the ground of your radio receiver. Elec- 
tricity takes the shortest path and path 
of least resistance. The ground wire at- 
tached to the lightning arrester should 
run in ‘a straight line to moist earth. 
It is dangerous to connect it to tfie 
waste pipe as you have it. It would be 
a@ g60d idea’ to inspect the lightning ar- 
rester to determine if it is in good con- 
dition. 


Question—I am bringing my problem 
in radio to you in hopes that you can 
assist: I am what is called a screw- 
driver mechanic in that I ean put a set 
together -by following *a blueprint,, but 
the technic is utterly lacking. I am 
troubled with a continual cracking in 
my machine, which is very annoying. 
It breaks like a crash of lightning. 
First I had a filter tuner ‘set, which 
worked beautifully for’ a few. months, 
when the cracking started. New bat- 
teries and tubes did not eliminate it. 
I then constructed a. five,tube neutro- 
dyne hook-up, on which I got good re- 
sults, but. almost immediately plenty of 
cracking, so I ripped it apart, and have 
now set up a ‘‘Nameless’’ hook-up, us- 
ing all parts as, specified in_ blueprints. 
The cracking is still with,;me. Have ne 
parts in common with. the previous sets 
and all new tubes and batteries. This 
trouble is there without or with the 
aerial or ground, but, of course, not so 
loud with aerial and ground @iscon- 
nected. Ground to radiator. Tried wa- 
ter pipe, but same results, Aerial runs 
nearly north and south. “Tried both sin- 
gle and double, and ‘also set it east and 
west, “but it makes little difference. 
-About 100 feet in aeriql!, including lead- 
in. Live in two-family house, top floor, 
and-am only aerial up/ Electric: power 
line ruhs up middle. of ‘block back of 
house. ‘Will indeed be very grateful to 
you if you can help me out of this-mud- 
dle.—A. H. Answer—It is apparent that 
the. trouble originates outside the -re- 
ceiver. It is undoub@edly caused by a 
leak in the power line or by sparking ’of 
some electrical device in the. neighbor- 
hood. Note if there is any sparking 
along the power line at night. One way 
to locate the source of disturbance is to

UNSAFE TO GUARANTEE 


ANUFACTURERS and. dealers 

may not'safely guarantee a radio 

receiver to cover a’ definite mile- 
age if the ruling laid down by Judge 
Joseph Woeste in the. Municipal Court 
of Cincinnati stands the tests of the 
upper courts. 

His ruling came ina suit wherein the 
eC. & D. Auto Supply Company sought to 
collect $20648 from John N: Quinn of 
Cincinnati for a five-tube radio set 
sold to him. Quinn claimed that the 
company when selling him the set repre- 
sented to him that he could get. coast- 
to-coast service from it, or, in other 
words, get. any. station between the 
Atlantic and Pacific Coasts. Quinn in- 
sisted that‘ the set did not do this and 
that the company had not made good its 
represtntations. 
~ As against. this the C. & D, Company 
asserted that the fault lay in the fact 
that~Quinn’s batteries. were not strong

SERIOUS ‘accident occurred re- 
~- cently in Waltham, Mass., while 
‘ _& young man was drawing an 
antenna wire across an électric light 
wire.’ The fact that the electric light 
wire was insulated. did not matter, as 


| his antenna wire soon cut, through the 


irisulation, ¢ornmunicating the current to 


|his body. The problem of the antenna 
installation has caused carelessness on 


the part of a great many fans through- 
out the country, and this faulty installa- 
tion ‘has been the cause of the greatest 
number of fatalities. 

The following ‘‘Don’ts,’’ compiled by 
C..V., Purssell of station’ WEEI are 
given for the benefit of those who would 
profit by the example of thdse who have 
been unfortunate enough to become in- 
volved in some -needless mishap: 

Don’t run an antenna over or under 
any other ‘wires carrying an electric 
current of any sort, whether these wires 
be high tension wires, service’ wires or 
telephone ‘lines. 

Don't attach an antenna to any pole 
or tower to which other wires are at- 
tached, or climb or attempt 4o climb 
such poles or towers for any purpose. 

Don’t run’ an antenna over or across 
‘any public highway. ‘ 

Don’t attach an antenna to any electric 
light, telephone or telegraph pole even 
though (no other -wires are ‘attached 
thereto. If using an ‘outside antenna 
always comply with the regulations gov- 


Jerning the installation of, an approved 


lightning arrester. Such a “device is 
inexpensive and easily installed: 

Don’t borrow ‘a neigh®or’s, antenna ‘by 
attaching a lead-in to the far end of 
his. wire. 


Don’t attach your antenna to a kite. 

Don’t use your telephone line’ for an 
antenna. Connection to an electric light 
socket is not encouraged, unless’ an 
approved ‘condenser plug is employed. 

Results -can generally. be obtained 
from an inside antenna if the necessary 
precautions cannot be taken in the in- 
stallation of the usual outdoor aerial: 
It is far better to sacrifice a little sig- 
nal strength- and distance reception 
than to take too much for granted. 


Correct Length of Antenna.

measured in mi¢ro-amperes, that is, mil- 
lionth of an ampere, and its effect on the 
senses of the ordinary house fly would 
amount to nothing. 


The average radio fan, listening to the 


crashing climaxes of a symphony orches- 
tra, would do well to realize that the 
source of all this tremendous sound is a 
tiny, infinitesimal current caught by the 
wires. ‘ 

Realizing this fact, it behooves radio 
fans to save all the energy possible and 
to improve the antenna installation as 
much as possible. The problem of: cor- 
rect antenna installation is simple, and 
with a few salient facts to remember the 
broadcast listener should have no diffi- 
culty. 


The antenna should therefore be as 
high as possible and’ unshielded from 
surrounding objects. -It must not be 
strung in a courtyard between two: build- 
ings, nor should it. be wired along the 
front or sides of a building running ver- 
tical to the roof. Antennae that are be- 
hind an apartment building or next to a 
wall will generally be shielded in certain 
directions and may never receive distagt 
stations. 


If there are power house lines, trolley 
wires, telephone or arc light wires in the 
vicinity, unless the antenna is kept as 
far away from them as possible, the 
interference will spoil the program. 

Such power line and induction hoises 

are the problems in perfect reception 
most difficult to solve. The antenna 
should run at right angles to all other 
wires. When the antenna and other 
wires run parallel for any appreciable 
length unwanted noises are certain to in- 
crease. 
+ The.antenna should be insulated at its 
various points of support to prevent 
leakage to the building and thence to 
the ground. The lead-in wire and the 
wire on the roof should be in‘one piece: 
Tf a joint is necessary-it should be well 
soldered to prevent corrosion, which in- 
troduces high resistance, with’ conse- 
quent losses in signal strength. 

Finally, it.should be determined what 
length antenna is desired. With most 
sets it 4s true that distance and volume 
are helped by a wire 150 féet long, in- 
cfuding the lead-in. If a broadcasting 
station is near by-the total length should 
be about 100 feet, or the set will tune 
broadly. 

Where circumstances permit; two or 
even three antennae will show interest- 
ing differences, and. on local stations 
especially, an indoor antenna of 40 or 50 
feet will be a revelation as.to the ab- 
sence of outside noises and clarity of 
signal, 

Ceils Pick Up Energy. 


It is a common occurence to hear radio 
fans tell-how they can pick up local 
or..even distant stations without either 
aerial or ground wires connected , to 
their set. This is. usually made 
subject of a boast, as if it indica’ 
very efficient receiving set. ‘The truth 
is that the windings of the coupler or 
radio frequency’ transformers, or both, 
are actually picking up enough enefgy 
to give audible signals. 

The result of this.pickup effect. is to 
reduce the selectivity of. the set. -The 
sole purpose of any tuning device is to 
pass one definite frequency, .or wave 
length, through. and. reject..all others. 
The more thoroughly. it rejects the un- 
desired. frequencies the more selective 
it is. If the inductance is of such a 
type or construction that it picks up 
signal energy. of. other than the. desired 
frequency, it is defeating its own pur- 
pose. 

Any collof the ‘“‘open: field’’ 
which. includes. solenoids, . pancakes, 
spiderwebs ar honeycombs, is likely to’ 
pick up signal energy. ; 

The larger the diameter of- these wind- 
ings the greater this pickup, as the coils 
are approaching nearer: to the dimen- 
sions requited in’ an efficient receiving 
loop. Imagine a tuned radio frequency 
type of receiver* employing’ loops ‘ for 
coupler and radio ‘transformers!

League Gathers Information. 


The first step in the direction of limi- 
tation is to obtain accurate information 
.to the present state of armaments 
among the great powers. The military 
budgets do not always provide sufficient 
particulars, but so far as information 
fis available it has been collected by the 
League of Nations. The assembled data 
give the. organization of the military 
establishment, strength of army, navy 
@nd aircraft,-the war resources_and the 
defense budgets of the different coun- 
tries. 

The military budgets do not admit 
comparisons. In some countries military 
and naval establishments such as pow- 
der factories. and dockyards are ac- 
counted in army and navy departments, 
while in others they are accounted for 
@s separate undertakings. 

“The figures at hand, though incom- 
plete, give a notion of the seriousness of 
the situation. The huge expenses of de- 
_ fense tell how little is left for the cul- 
~ tural demands of civilization. In trying. 
to form a picture of. the extent of the 
military appropriations ~ the reader 
should bear in mind the remarkable 
fluctuations of the various monetary 
units in the last two years as well as
